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Selectmen's  Report  1967 


BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  organized  in  1967  with  James  B. 
Lanagan  as  Chairman,  Walter  Silveira  as  Clerk  and  Earl  L.  Holden 
as  Veterans’  Agent. 

“Free  Cash”  or  available  funds  certified  by  the  Department 
of  Corporations  and  Taxation  was  $209,954.53  as  of  January  1, 
1968. 

A new,  time-consuming  responsibility  was  added  with  the 
adoption  of  a municipal  collective  bargaining  law  by  the  state 
legislature  and  the  subsequent  union  negotiations  at  the  local 
level  with  the  permanent  firefighters  and  highway  department 
employees  who  voluntarily  chose  unionization.  Countless  hours 
have  been  spent  in  negotiations  and  at  this  writing  it  appears  a 
highway  department  contract  will  be  forthcoming,  but  that  the 
firefighters’  contract  is  stalemated.  The  new  law,  and  the  negotia- 
tions, as  noted  above,  have  interrupted  normal  administrative  plans 
and  additionally  have  cost  considerable  money  in  legal  services. 

This  was  also  a year  of  changes  in  the  highway  department. 
Leaves  of  absence  and  resignations  resulted  in  the  department 
operating  under  the  direction  of  several  different  superintendents. 
Finally,  in  December,  Frank  D.  Barnaby,  formerly  chief  general 
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foreman  of  the  Wilmington,  Massachusetts  Highway  Depart- 
ment was  hired.  Mr.  Barnaby  comes  to  Fairhaven  with  a wealth 
of  experience  in  highway  work  and  an  excellent  recommendation 
from  his  previous  employer,  where  he  had  served  over  ten  years. 

In  spite  of  these  changes,  the  department  took  over  the 
garbage  collection  duties  along  with  rubbish  collection  with 
minimal  problems.  It  carried  out  a long  list  of  work  which  included 
road,  reconstruction,  resurfacing,  drainage,  curbing  and  sidewalk 
projects. 

The  new  street  sweeper  was  pressed  into  service  and  proved 
its  worth. 

The  Police  Department  under  its  very  capable  chief,  con- 
tinued to  operate  with  maximum  efficiency.  Its  record  of  law  en- 
forcement, public  safety  accomplishments  and  service  to  the  public 
is  a credit  to  the  chief  and  the  men  of  the  department. 

The  Fire  Department  under  its  equally  excellent  chief,  per- 
manent fire  force  and  very  capable  call  department  continually 
demonstrate  why  the  department  is  held  in  high  esteem.  Plans  call 
for  a new  apparatus  request  for  North  Fairhaven  and  enlargement 
of  the  station  housing  this  apparatus.  In  addition,  earnest  effort 
will  be  made  to  convince  the  townspeople  of  the  necessity  of 
providing  a sub-station  on  Sconticut  Neck. 

Civil  Defense  continues  to  furnish  all  of  those  extra-plus  ser- 
vices that  compliment  the  activities  of  the  fire  and  police.  Its 
record  of  first-aid  instruction  and  ambulance  service  is  outstanding. 

Requests  for  C.  A.  T.  V.  licenses  have  been  received  from 
numerous  applicants.  These  proposals  to  provide  better  T.  V.  ser- 
vice at  a monthly  fee  to  the  user  have  resulted  in  attendance  at 
additional  meetings,  interviews  and  studies  by  the  board.  A con- 
tinuing investigation  of  all  proposals,  interviews  with  applicants 
and  a thorough  study  of  all  aspects  will  be  completed  before  license 
is  granted. 

An  excellent  public  access  area  and  boat  ramp  is  currently 
under  construction  at  Pease  Park.  This  facility  is  being  built  solely 
with  state  funds,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Representative  William 
Q.  MacLean,  Jr. 

Articles  will  be  included  in  the  warrant  to  further  proceed 
with  the  sewer  and  sewerage  program.  Delays  in  receiving  fed- 
eral planning  funds  necessitate  town  bonding  of  monies  in  order 
to  get  the  construction  underway  and  enable  the  town  to  qualify 
for  at  least  50%  federal  and  25%  state  money.  State  directives 
spelling  out  a definite  time  table  to  stop  discharging  raw  sewage 
into  the  Acushnet  River,  with  penalties  for  non-compliance,  are 
in  hand.  Further  delays  will  add  to  the  cost  of  the  project  — approx- 
imately 5%  per  year  according  to  engineering  consultants  and  the 
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town  planner.  Further  studies  will  be  undertaken  to  provide  for 
services  to  East  Fairhaven,  Sconticut  Neck,  North  Fairhaven  and 
other  unsewered  sections  of  the  town. 

Legal  and  professional  services  are  continuing  to  assist  the 
town  in  the  ultimate  take-over  of  the  Fairhaven  Water  Co.  The 
legislature  passed  an  act  enabling  the  town  to  acquire  the  stock 
of  the  water  company  and  an  article  will  be  included  in  the  war- 
rant for  town  consideration. 

The  Conservation  Committee  has  numerous  recommendations 
for  land  acquisition  that  will  be  included  in  the  warrant. 

The  town  will  also  be  asked  to  vote  on  acquisition  of  additional 
land  at  the  town  beach  at  West  Island  and  at  the  town  refuse 
disposal  area. 

The  town  counsel  has  been  in  communication  with  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  legal  representatives  regard- 
ing possible  acquisition  of  the  property,  presently  under  munici- 
pal-lien proceedings,  abutting  Hathaway-Braley  property. 

Selectmen  have  continually  pressed  for  highway  safety  im- 
provements and  traffic  control  signals.  Lights  have  been  installed 
at  Alden  Road  and  Route  6 and  others  have  been  promised  for 
Howland  Road  and  Main  Street  and  Adams  and  Coggeshall  Streets. 

The  Route  195  completion  to  the  river  and  subsequent  routing 
of  traffic  through  Adams  Street  and  Alden  Roads  have  necessitated 
continual  meetings  with  Department  of  Public  Works  officials, 
registry  and  police  officials  to  provide  for  an  orderly  and  safe  flow 
of  traffic,  as  well  as  pedestrian  protection. 

Some  improvements  have  been  made  at  the  Blossom  Hill 
section  of  Route  6 and  others  have  been  promised. 

Studies  of  another  access  road  to  Sconticut  Neck  are  under- 
way after  meetings  with  Sconticut  Neck  representatives  and  of- 
ficials of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Hopefully,  this  will  be 
accomplished  under  Chapter  90  Funding. 

Constant  prodding  for  improvements  to  alleviate  the  unde- 
sirable conditions  on  the  Fairhaven  - New  Bedford  Bridge  and  its 
approaches  has  required  countless  hours  of  attendance  at  meet- 
ings and  hearings  and  considerable  correspondence  with  state  of- 
ficials. Additional  time  was  spent  in  efforts  to  assist  in  expediting 
the  double-barrelling  of  Route  140. 

Efforts  to  induce  a developer  to  proceed  with  a shopping 
center  and  a complex  on  Washington  Street  were  successful.  The 
land  was  rezoned  by  town  meeting  and  the  project  is  currently 
underway. 

Industrial  and  business  development  continues  to  be  a hope 
for  the  future.  Standard  Fastenings  built  a facility  at  the  Indus- 
trial area  on  Alden  Road. 
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Hurricane  Dike  assessments  as  provided  by  General  Laws 
#565  Acts  of  1962  required  long  detailed  studies,  surveys  and 
legal  work.  Subsequent  repeal  of  this  portion  of  the  law  required 
town  meeting  action,  followed  by  legal  action  to  remove  the  liens 
from  the  property. 

An  article  will  be  placed  in  the  warrant  to  provide  school 
crossing  supervisors  at  all  schools.  Efforts  to  have  the  state  pro- 
vide a pedestrian  walk  over  Route  6 at  East  Fairhaven  School 
have  been  unsuccessful  but  are  still  continuing. 

Chapter  90  work  on  Alden  Road  required  public  hearings 
on  property  takings.  Work  progressed  during  the  heavy  summer- 
traffic  season  and  Alden  Road  widening  was  completed  to  Cog- 
geshall  Street. 

The  Sconticut  Neck  access  area  at  Ocean  Avenue  required 
drainage  work.  Through  efforts  of  the  board  and  Representative 
MacLean  the  state  has  agreed  to  assume  a share  of  cost  in  cor- 
recting the  problem  and  bids  will  be  opened  in  January  1968  to 
accomplish  same  - - work  to  start  in  the  spring. 

Improved  medical  insurance  programs  for  town  employees 
have  been  studied  and  proposals  for  same  will  be  made  to  town 
meeting. 

Efforts  to  include  selectmen,  police  and  firemen  under  work- 
men’s compensation  laws  were  proposed  to  the  legislature  unsuc- 
cessfully, but  will  be  filed  again.  However,  provision  was  made 
for  all  other  elected  and  appointed  officials  to  be  covered  by  the 
compensation  insurance  as  provided  by  an  amendment  to  the 
General  Laws  and  adopted  by  town  meeting. 

The  Academy  Building  was  painted  and  painting  of  the  Town 
Hall  is  underway  and  will  be  completed  in  the  spring. 

1967  was  an  extremely  busy  year  with  administrative  respon- 
sibilities continuing  to  grow.  This  multi-million  dollar  business  of 
the  townspeople  requires  constant  attention.  Hardly  a day  goes 
by  without  a new  item  appearing  on  the  scene.  The  sketchy 
explanation  of  some  of  the  complexities  as  outlined  above  barely 
covers  some  of  the  aspects  of  the  board’s  administrative  involve- 
ment.

One  new  patient  developed  Tuberculosis  and  was  hospitalized 
at  Norfolk  County  Hospital.  Two  old  inactive  patients  became 
active  and  one  was  hospitalized  at  the  Veterans  Hospital  in 
Providence,  R.  I.  and  the  other  at  Norfolk  County  Hospital.  One 
patient  continued  his  hospitalization  at  Norfolk  County  Hospital 
during  the  year  and  was  discharged  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


Fourteen  Premature  Babies  were  bom  to  Fairhaven  residents 
during  the  year. 


Forty  patients  were  examined  and  238  visits  were  made  to 
The  Bristol  County  Mental  Health  Clinic,  which  is  supported 
in  part  by  the  Town.  This  provides  facilities  for  psychiatric  diagno- 
sis, treatment  and  consultation,  free  of  charge  to  residents  of 
Fairhaven.

The  Community  Nurse  Association  of  Fairhaven  continued 
to  provide  a combined  service  of  public  health  nursing  and  visit- 
ing nursing  to  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven. 

The  agency  is  a certified  participating  Home  Health  Agency 
for  health  insurance  under  Social  Security  commonly  called  Medi- 
care. This  allows  patients  to  receive  nursing  services,  speech 
therapy,  home  health  aide  services  and  medical  supplies  under 
the  Medicare  Program. 

The  contract  between  the  Homemaker  Service  of  Greater 
New  Bedford  was  renewed  to  provide  home  health  aides.  A 
contract  was  drawn  up  between  Mrs.  Nancy  Helm  and  the  agency 
to  provide  speech  therapy  for  patients.  Mrs.  Lucille  Entin  was 
unable  to  carry  on  as  a medical  social  worker. 

The  nurses  continued  to  assist  the  Fairhaven  Board  of  Health 
in  conducting  poliomyelitis,  and  small  pox  vaccination  clinics. 
This  year  measles  immunization  clinics  were  held  as  well  as  the 
others. 

The  nurses  are  responsible  for  the  maternal,  child  health 
and  tuberculosis  programs  for  the  Fairhaven  Board  of  Health. 

Under- graduate  students  from  St.  Luke's  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing  in  New  Bedford  continued  to  come  on  an  affiliation  to 
observe  maternal  and  child  health  nursing  as  done  in  a public 
health  nursing  agency. 

The  nurses  made  4352  visits  during  the  year  of  which  157  were 
office  visits.

The  nurses  carry  on  their  work  through  the  appropriation 
from  the  town,  an  allotment  from  the  United  Fund  of  Greater 
New  Bedford,  reimbursement  from  Blue  Cross  under  Medicare 
and  fees  from  patients,  insurance  companies  and  welfare  de- 
partments. 

Eleven  Well  Child  Conferences  were  held  during  the  year 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  George  Starbuck.  At  these  clinics  148 
children  attended,  of  whom  76  had  physicals  and  128  received 
immunizations.  It  was  decided  to  discontinue  the  conferences  at 
present  due  to  Medicaid. 

One  new  patient  developed  tuberculosis  and  was  hospit- 
alized at  Norfolk  County  Hospital.  Two  old  inactive  patients 
became  active,  and  one  was  hospitalized  at  the  Veterans  Hospital 
in  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  and  the  other  at  Norfolk  County 
Hospital.  One  Patient  has  continued  his  hospitalization  at  Norfolk 
County  Hospital  during  the  year  and  was  discharged  the  end  of 
the  year.  All  inactive  patients  and  their  contacts  have  been  visited 
during  the  year  for  health  guidance  and  supervision. 

The  nurses  started  to  participate  in  the  Home  Visit  Program 
under  the  Division  of  Communicable  Diseases,  State  Department 
of  Public  Health.  The  town  will  be  reimbursed  $5.00  for  every 
visit  we  make  under  this  program.

We  planted  64  trees  this  year  and  hope  to  increase  our  plant- 
ing program  to  make  up  for  the  losses. 

In  1968,  our  major  program  will  be  to  prune  as  many  trees 
as  possible.  We  hope  to  cut  all  the  low  branches  to  allow  the 
street  sweeper  and  other  such  equipment  to  operate  more  effi- 
ciently. 

More  and  more  requests  are  coming  into  this  department  for 
removal  of  diseased  trees.

The  Board  of  Sewer  and  Water  Commissioners  organized 
with  Lawrence  B.  Maxfield,  Chairman,  Dudley  S.  Richards,  Vice- 
Chairman,  and  Charles  A.  Maxfield  Jr.,  Clerk. 

In  1967  twenty  new  water  services  and  thirty-five  sewer  con- 
nections were  installed,  a total  of  fifty-five  for  the  year.  There 
are  now  approximately  2459  sewer  connections  in  use,  and  to 
date  1115  water  services  have  been  installed  on  Sconticut  Neck. 

We  are  in  the  process  of  installing  a twelve  inch  water  main 
in  Bridge  Street,  and  a ten  inch  water  main  in  Alden  Road  for 
water  service  to  the  Industrial  Area. 

Due  to  work  done  by  the  Sewer  and  Water  Department  during 
1967,  the  town  was  re-imbursed  in  the  amount  of  $32,524.56.

Civil  Defense 


The  year  1967  was  very  busy  for  your  Civil  Defense  De- 
partment and  its  small  group  of  volunteers.  Our  Ambulance  Ser- 
vice unit  made  68  runs,  of  which  47  were  out  of  town.  We  also 
provided  emergency  first  aid  and  ambulance  standby  service 
in  23  cases,  included  all  football  games  and  other  community 
activities.  A newer  ambulance  was  put  in  service  on  October  1st, 
purchased  entirely  with  outside  funds  raised  through  the  efforts 
of  the  Ambulance  Crew  by  holding  tag  days,  auctions  and  a 
variety  show. 

The  Light  & Power  Truck  was  built  by  the  men  using  the 
old  Fire  Alarm  Truck  as  a chassis.  A platform  body  was  installed 
and  cabinets  built  and  four  searchlights  mounted  on  the  body. 
The  5000  watt  generator  was  transferred  from  the  big  stake  body 
truck  to  the  new  truck  thus  giving  us  the  full  use  of  this  large 
truck  whenever  needed.  Total  expenditures  from  the  Civil  De- 
fense budget  was  approximately  $50.00  for  this  new  piece  of 
equipment.  We  have  completely  equipped  this  truck  for  any 
type  of  floodlighting  or  emergency  power  service.  Again  99% 
of  the  equipment  was  acquired  through  donations  and  “generosity” 
of  good  friends.  This  truck  proved  its  worth  with  floodlight  ser- 
vice at  a fish  plant  explosion  in  New  Bedford,  a drowning  acci- 
dent off  the  Coggeshall  Street  bridge  as  well  as  being  used 
at  several  local  fires. 

Continuous  programs  were  kept  up  during  the  year  with 
First  Aid  and  Medical  Self-Help  Courses,  Radiological  Courses 
being  held  for  the  members  of  Civil  Defense  and  any  other 
interested  townspeople.  We  also  sent  three  men  to  a Rescue 
Training  Course  at  Sector  2- A Headquarters  in  Segreganset  for 
a 12- week  course  (one  night  a week). 

Our  shelter  program  was  expanded  with  the  addition  of  4 
more  shelters  thus  giving  us  a total  of  45%  coverage  for  the 
town.  All  shelters  were  approved  and  immediately  stocked.  We 
also  now  have  a 90%  coverage  in  town  with  4 warning  sirens  in 
service. 
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A new  Rescue  Truck  was  obtained  at  no  cost  to  the  town 
and  completely  outfitted  for  light  rescue  work  and  emergency 
services.  This  gave  us  a total  of  four  pieces  of  emergency  equip- 
ment ready  at  all  times  to  service  the  Town  whenever  and 
wherever  needed. 

With  National  emphasis  on  shelter  programs,  we  hope  to 
further  expand  in  the  coming  year  and  give  the  Town  as  many 
shelters  as  possible.  With  our  vehicles  now  ready  to  do  their 
jobs,  we  have  hopes  of  obtaining  sufficient  funds  to  add  the 
various  pieces  of  much  needed  equipment  to  keep  your  Civil 
Defense  in  A-l  quality,  and  provide  extended  service  to  the  Town. 

Last  year  - 1967  - our  little  group  logged  in  a total  of 
5378  duty  hours  — a good  showing  for  volunteers.

This  year  the  Fire  Department  answered  352  Calls  of  which 
52  were  Bell  Alarms.  This  year  considerable  work  was  done  on 
Fire  Prevention  for  the  protection  of  the  Tax  payer,  especially  in 
Nursing,  and  Rest  Homes.  Two  of  our  larger  Nursing  homes  are 
connected  in  with  the  Town  Fire  Alarm  system,  and  in  the  future 
probably  the  rest  will  be.  This  year  again  the  Board  of  Fire 
Engineers  are  asking  that  Engine  #3  in  North  Fairhaven  be 
replaced.  This  piece  was  purchased  in  1937,  also  there  is  an 
amount  in  the  Town  Warrant  to  remodel  the  Engine  #3  Station. 
All  other  Apparatus  is  in  good  shape,  plus  Station  #5.  In  the 
future  some  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  building  of  a 
Station  on  Sconticut  Neck.  The  Board  of  Engineers  at  this  time 
would  like  to  thank  the  personnel  of  the  department  for  their 
cooperation.

Boxes.  This  amount  will  be  in  the  Town  Budget  for  the  Fire  Alarm 
this  year.  At  this  time  I thank  the  personnel  for  their  cooperation 
for  the  work  done  on  the  Fire  Alarm  System.

An  alarming  increase  in  crime  has  gripped  our  nation  with 
a bloodied  hand.  Fear  has  pervaded  many  neighborhoods  in  the 
larger  cities  to  the  point  where  law-abiding  citizens  are  begging 
for  protection. 

And  a threat,  more  sinister  than  Hell  itself,  hangs  over  the 
heads  of  our  youth,  watching  and  waiting  to  pounce  on  them 
and  snatch  away  their  wits,  their  ambitions,  and  their  chances 
for  a healthy  productive  life.  And  that  threat  is  narcotics. 

As  your  police  chief,  I can  say  that  the  streets  of  Fairhaven 
have  not  approached  those  where  muggings,  murder  and  rape 
are  becoming  much  too  common.  We  live  here,  in  our  town,  with 
relative  safety. 

But  let  us  not  become  smug  and  complacent.  Like  most  com- 
munities in  the  nation,  our  crime  rate  here  has  moved  up  slightly 
and  hooliganism  has  a firm  hold  in  many  of  our  youngsters. 

I am  most  concerned  at  this  time,  with  the  threat  of  narcotics. 
We  have  had  raids  and  arrests  in  Fairhaven  during  the  past 
year  and  arrested  mere  youngsters  who,  for  reasons  of  their  own, 
have  turned  to  the  self-destruction  of  narcotics. 

If  only  the  complete  horrors  of  drug  addiction  could  be  taught 
to  our  youngsters  before  it  is  too  late!  If  only  there  were  some 
way  to  reach  these  youngsters  before  they  become  obsessed  with 
that  treacherous  friend  they  seem  to  find  in  narcotics  and  harm- 
ful drugs! 

I would  urge,  first  of  all,  that  parents  spend  more  time 
with  their  children,  trying  to  understand  their  problems  and  sin- 
cerely assist  them  in  finding  solutions.  I would  urge  also,  that  the 
whereabouts  of  children  be  one  of  the  prime  concerns  of  parents 
at  all  times.  It  is  a known  fact  that  drug  pushers  and  users  crave 
companionship  and  they  actively  solicit  friends  to  attend  a nar- 
cotics party. 

I would  like  to  commend  the  members  of  our  police  department 
for  the  excellent  work  they  have  done  in  keeping  tabs  on  the 
known  narcotics  users  in  our  town.  This  they  have  done  despite 
various  other  duties  they  must  perform. 

But  they,  like  myself,  solicit  the  support  of  all  parents.  Get 
a good  rapport  with  your  children  while  they  are  very  young. 
Spend  more  of  your  time  with  them.  It  is  your  time  they  want 
more  than  your  money. 
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I am  confident  that  the  good  citizens  of  Fairhaven  can 
come  out  of  the  narcotics  threat  with  very  few  losses  of  their 
children.  But  we  must  work  together,  mixing  discipline,  compassion 
and  understanding  in  dealing  with  the  problems  of  our  youth. 
But  we  can  do  it. 

There  are  movements  under  way  in  our  town  to  bring  the 
narcotics  picture  to  the  parents,  through  PTA’s  and  other  organi- 
zations, to  better  equip  them  in  helping  banish  this  problem 
from  our  town.  I hope  parents  will  take  an  interest  in  these 
projects  when  they  are  launched. 

This  report  offers  also,  an  opportunity  for  me  to  thank  the 
good  citizens  of  Fairhaven  for  their  assistance  and  their  support. 
I would  like  to  thank  also,  the  honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
members  of  the  School  Department  and  other  town  officials  with 
whom  we  must  deal,  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation  through- 
out the  year. 

I would  like  to  ask  also,  at  this  time,  that  our  citizens  be 
aware  of  the  crime  increase  and  report  immediately  to  the  Police 
Department  any  suspicious  persons  or  acts  which  come  to  their 
attention,  especially  in  the  nighttime.  An  enlightened,  interested 
citizenry  can  do  much  to  prevent  crime  and  assist  in  the  quick 
apprehension  of  law-breakers.

During  the  year  we  carried  out  the  usual  maintenance  of 
streets,  roads,  sidewalks,  and  drains. 


Reconstruction  and  hard-surfacing  with  Type  I Bituminous 
concrete  and  curbing  was  installed  on  Winsor,  Morton,  and 
Morgan  Streets  from  Main  to  Sycamore  Streets. 


The  drainage  problems  at  Veranda  Avenue  and  at  the  inter- 
section of  South  and  Main  Streets  were  corrected. 


Alden  Road  was  reconstructed  under  Chapter  90  with  con- 
siderable additional  work  done  because  of  the  lowering  of  the 
road  where  Route  195  will  eventually  cross.  A new  lay-out  will 
be  presented  to  Town  Meeting  for  the  continuation  of  the  re- 
construction from  its  present  terminus  to  the  Acushnet  line. 


Sidewalks  and  curbing  have  been  installed  in  front  of  the 
Leroy  Wood  School. 


The  street  sign  program  will  be  continued  with  a goal  for 
having  the  new  reflectorized  signs  at  all  street  intersections. 


Since  June,  the  department  has  been  picking  up  both  rubbish 
and  garbage.  This  has  increased  the  collections  considerably,  how- 
ever, we  have  not  encountered  too  many  problems.  With  the 
cooperation  of  the  townspeople  in  wrapping  the  garbage  properly, 
we  will  be  able  to  continue  pick-ups  in  an  efficient  manner.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Planning  Board  is  happy  to  report  that  it  is  our  feeling 
that  Fairhaven  is  moving  forward  towards  improving  our  tax  base 
through  the  efforts  of  outside  investors  who  have  shown  their  desire 
to  settle  in  our  town  in  an  area  once  wooded  and  pasture,  and  to 
transform  the  land  use  for  light  industry  and  shopping  centers. 

With  the  Master  Plan  being  a guidebook  for  the  administrative 
departments  within  the  town  to  implement,  we  have  seen  great 
strides  in  the  utilization  of  this  document,  and  we  of  the  Board 
appreciate  the  cooperation  from  all  facets  of  government  in  im- 
plementing many  desirable  improvements. 

Inasmuch  as  Fairhaven  is  a member  of  the  SMRPD,  it  is 
fitting  that  its  citizens,  through  the  Planning  Board’s  delegates, 
have  first  hand  knowledge  of  its  functioning.  The  following  is 
a brief  analysis: 

SOUTHEASTERN  MASSACHUSETTS  REGIONAL 
PLANNING  DISTRICT 

QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS  ABOUT  REGIONAL 
PLANNING 

1.  Q.  Why  do  communities  join  a Regional  Planning  District? 

A.  Communities  join  a Regional  Planning  District  because 
they  recognize  that  many  problems  cannot  be  handled 
successfully  on  an  individual  community  basis.  These 
problems  include  air  and  water  pollution  abatement, 
planning  and  development  of  regional  or  inter-municipal 
facilities  such  as  child  care  centers,  junior  colleges, 
technical  and  vocational  schools,  health  and  medical 
facilities,  and  the  planning  and  development  of  major 
conservation,  open  space,  and  recreation  areas.  There  is 
also  the  practical  matter  of  seeking  and  obtaining  Fed- 
eral loans  and  grants  for  improvements  such  as  water 
and  sewer  systems.  Today  the  Federal  Government  will 
not  consider  many  grant-in-aid  programs  unless  area- 
wide plans  have  been  prepared  and  the  community’s 
plans  are  coordinated  appropriately  with  those  of  its 
neighbors  and  with  the  area  as  a whole. 
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2.  Q.  Just  what  does  the  Regional  Planning  District  do  to 

help  its  member  communities  solve  the  problems  requir- 
ing inter-municipal  or  area-wide  cooperation  and  action? 

A.  The  Regional  Planning  District  can  study  the  problem 
and  recommend  solutions,  or  alternative  solutions,  to 
the  communities  involved.  The  Regional  Planning  District 
is  advisory  only. 

3.  Q.  Does  the  District  have  legal  status? 

A.  Yes.  The  District  is  formed  under  Chapter  40B  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
and  is  considered  a public  body  corporate. 

4.  Q.  If  the  area  planning  commission  is  a legal  agency, 

empowered  by  state  status,  does  that  mean  it  will  get 
involved  in  zoning? 

A.  The  Regional  Planning  District  will  not  be  involved  in 
local  zoning  or,  for  that  matter,  any  problem  considered 
local  in  nature.  Problems  to  be  studied  by  the  Commission 
are  those  which  are  area-wide  or  inter-municipal  in 
scope  and  importance. 

5.  Q.  Does  the  Regional  Planning  District  have  a specific 

program  of  study  for  the  Planning  District? 

A.  Yes.  In  1965,  the  District  Commission  adopted  A Regional 
Plan  for  Southeastern  Massachusetts , and  present  and 
future  District  work  will  add  to  and  refine  various 
aspects  of  the  Plan.  The  new  planning  program  calls  for 
the  preparation  of  long  range  water,  sewer,  open  space, 
and  recreation  plan  and  program  elements. 

6.  Q.  What  is  the  relationship  between  the  Regional  Plan  and 

the  master  plans  of  individual  communities? 

A.  The  Regional  Plan  does  not  replace  or  duplicate  local 
Master  Plans.  The  area-wide  plans  are  not  intended  to 
replace  or  to  determine  the  details  of  any  community's 
Master  Plan;  instead,  Regional  plans  assist  communities 
in  their  planning  efforts  by  providing  a logical  context 
so  that  detailed  Master  Plans  of  each  community  can  be 
related  properly  to  those  of  its  neighbors  and  to  the 
larger  metropolitan  areas.  A Regional  Master  Plan  is 
a supplement  to,  not  substitute  for,  sound  municipal 
planning. 
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Does  the  Regional  Planning  District  look  only  into  matters 
such  as  Regional  schools,  air  pollution  control,  water 
pollution  abatement,  the  need  for  major  system  of 
drainage,  protection  of  water  supplies,  flood  control, 
transportation,  and  similar  area- wide  problems? 

Yes.  The  primary  task  of  the  District  is  to  identify  and 
attempt  to  resolve  Regional  area  problems  rather  than 
local  problems.  Local  planning  problems  should  be 
handled  by  the  member  communities  themselves.  As  a 
practical  matter,  the  District  does  not  have  sufficient 
funds  to  carry  out  both  local  and  Regional  planning 
activities.  Because  of  budget  considerations,  involvement 
in  local  matters  would  surely  and  seriously  limit  effect- 
iveness as  an  area-wide  agency. 

8.  Q.  Where  does  the  Regional  Planning  District  get  its  local 

funds? 

A.  Each  of  the  member  communities  is  required  to  annually 
pay  its  share  of  the  District’s  expenses.  At  the  present 
time,  the  assessment  is  $.08  per  capita  based  upon  the 
most  recent  (1960)  Federal  Census  of  Population.  This 
yeilds  approximately  $23,000.00  annually. 

9.  Q.  Is  the  $23,000  really  enough  to  carry  out  a Regional 

Planning  Program? 

A.  No.  The  annual  cost  of  the  program  runs  far  in  excess 
of  this  amount.  However,  Federal  matching  funds  defray 
the  balance  of  project  costs,  and  the  Commission  is 
seeking  additional  funds  from  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

10.  Q.  How  are  Federal  Funds  of  use  to  this  Commission? 

A.  For  every  three  dollars  of  eligible  planning  project 
costs,  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  reimburses  two  dollars  to  the  District.  Thus, 
the  District  pays  approximately  one  third  of  the  costs 
of  the  planning  project.  Non-project  expenses  are  borne 
fully  by  the  District. 

11.  Q.  Does  the  District  help  communities  with  applications 

for  Federal  grants  they  may  wish  to  make  on  their  own 
behalf? 

A.  Yes.  Community  applications  for  Federal  and  State 
grants  are  reviewed.  Bulletins  are  supplied  to  pinpoint 
sources  of  funds  for  supporting  community  activities. 


7.  Q. 


A. 
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Distribution  of  information  pertinent  to  the  application 
of  funds  from  such  agencies  as  the  Departments  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development;  Natural  Resources; 
Health,  Education,  and  Welfare;  and  others  is  provided. 


12.  Q.  Since  there  are  many  planning  agencies,  both  local  and 
state  that  are  concerned  with  meeting  area-wide  plan- 
ning needs,  does  the  Regional  Planning  District  work 
closely  with  these  agencies? 

A.  Yes.  Coordination  of  effort  and  exchange  of  information 
among  all  local,  State,  and  Federal  agencies  concerned 
with  planning  in  this  district  is  also  an  important  task. 


The  Planning  Commission,  commencing  in  1967,  has  a pro- 
posed two  year  planning  program  which  includes  programs  on 
transportation  (including  mass  transportation),  open  space  land 
acquisition,  outdoor  recreation  development,  water  and  sewer 
facilities,  construction,  and  economic  development  aid.

Expenditures  for  all  public  assistance  together  with  Admin- 
istration totaled  $632,598.80.  Grants  from  the  Federal  government 
offset  this  amount  by  the  sum  of  $308,503.20. 

Medical  care  furnished  totaled  $306,482.48.  This  is  an  increase 
of  $66,182.03  over  the  previous  year. 

The  Town  received  $4,238.38  in  Recoveries  from  individuals 
who  received  Old  Age  Assistance.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven: 

We  are  pleased  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  School  Report 
of  the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools,  including  reports  from  the  Sup- 
erintendent and  other  administrators,  for  the  fiscal  year  1967. 

Your  School  Committee  is  empowered  under  Section  37,  Chap- 
ter 71  of  the  General  Laws  with  “a  general  charge  of  all  public 
schools,  including  evening  schools  and  evening  high  schools,  and 
of  all  vocational  schools  and  departments  when  not  otherwise 
provided  for.  It  may  determine,  subject  to  this  Chapter,  the  num- 
ber of  weeks  and  the  hours  during  which  the  school  shall  be  in 
session,  and  shall  make  such  regulations  as  to  attendance  therein/’ 
Under  this  statute,  your  School  Committee  is  charged  with  the 
responsibility  for  the  direction  of  the  school  system  as  a regula- 
tive and  policy-making  body.  The  School  Committee  has  one  basic 
mission  — to  see  to  it  that  each  individual  boy  and  girl  in  the 
elementary  and  secondary  schools  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  is 
given  equal  opportunity  to  pursue  an  excellent  education  appro- 
priate to  his  or  her  future.  In  partnership  with  other  Town  De- 
partments on  one  hand  and  the  State  Department  of  Education 
and  the  United  States  Office  of  Education  on  the  other,  we  look 
forward  to  the  improvement  of  teaching  and  learning  in  our 
schools. 

This  past  year  has  been  a difficult  period  for  your  School 
Committee,  since,  with  the  passage  of  Chapter  149  of  the  General 
Laws,  we  have  been  obliged  to  enter  into  negotiations  with  vari- 
ous personnel  groups  within  the  system  relative  to  wages,  hours, 
and  working  conditions.  Over  seventy  (70)  meetings  alone,  ex- 
clusive of  official  School  Committee  meetings,  have  been  spent 
in  various  meetings  with  personnel  groups  in  the  collective  bar- 
gaining process.  It  has  been  most  difficult  for  members  of  the 
School  Committee,  with  the  demands  upon  their  personal  time, 
to  carry  out,  as  effectively  as  we  would  like,  the  responsibilities 
of  the  high  office  of  the  School  Committee.  It  has  entailed  the 
constant  involvement  of  each  individual  member  of  the  Committee 
in  order  to  become  currently  informed  on  the  status  of  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Schools.  There  has  been  a constant  struggle  for 
time  in  the  conduct  of  School  Committee  affairs  to  allow  involve- 
ment of  the  Committee  in  the  educational  needs  of  the  school 
system. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  keep  ourselves  as  fully  informed 
with  the  details  of  our  programs  as  we  would  like  to  have  been 
able  to  and  as  we  have  done  in  the  past. 
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To  the  end  that  it  is  our  responsibility,  individually  and  col- 
lectively, to  become  well  acquainted  with  the  problems  of  pro- 
viding policies  consistent  with  good  educational  practices  and  to 
establish  our  responsibility  for  the  proper  supervision  of  the  ex- 
penditure of  both  local,  federal  and  state  funds,  your  Committee 
has  spent  much  of  its  time  in  examining  the  operation  of  the  vari- 
ous programs  under  our  supervision  with  particular  emphasis  on 
the  implementation  of  various  federal  titles  for  the  improvement 
of  education  which  are  consistent  with  the  operation  of  programs 
currently  being  operated  by  the  regular  areas  of  the  school  system. 

Continuing  in  our  concern  with  the  specific  needs  of  indivi- 
dual pupils,  many  discussions  have  been  held  with  administrative 
and  department  personnel  during  the  past  year  in  exploring  the 
specific  needs  of  some  of  our  pupils  and  in  looking  forward  to 
the  implementation  of  new  programs  under  the  State  Department  of 
Education  and  federal  programs  under  the  National  Defense  Edu- 
cation Act.  We  have  been  pleased  to  approve  a pilot  non-graded 
program  which  we  hope  to  see  expanded  throughout  the  system  in 
the  future.  We  have  tried,  wherever  possible,  to  coordinate  the 
normal  operation  of  the  school  system  and  the  operations  of  the 
federal  programs.  In  short,  we  have  tried  to  establish  a coopera- 
tive working  together  between  the  federal  and  state  programs  and 
the  regular  academic  programs  of  the  schools. 

The  Committee  appreciates  the  cooperative  concern  of  the 
various  Town  Departments  and  Town  Officers,  especially  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  the  Town 
Accountant,  the  Treasurers  Office,  the  Planning  Board,  the  Street 
Department.  On  countless  occasions,  other  Town  officers  have 
placed  the  welfare,  safety,  and  needs  of  school  pupils  above  the 
respective  needs  of  their  own  departments,  in  order  to  secure  the 
conducive  atmosphere  of  a first-rate  educational  institution.  For 
these  many  kindnesses,  the  School  Committee  and  administration 
have  been  sincerely  grateful.  We  have  been  pleased  to  have 
members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  cooperatively  involved  with 
the  School  Committee,  during  the  discussions  on  the  school 
budget.  The  complexity  of  the  school  budget  each  year  becomes 
greater  with  the  inclusion  of  special  reimbursement  programs  and 
other  sources  of  revenue.  It  would  be  impossible  for  the  Finance 
Committee,  representing  the  Town  Meeting,  to  arrive  at  intelligent 
recommendations  to  the  Town  body,  without  the  involvement  of 
these  individuals  from  the  Finance  Committee,  who  are  furnished 
with  much  of  the  same  information  that  is  furnished  to  the  School 
Committee. 

In  conclusion,  may  we  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to 
the  townspeople  for  their  support,  understanding,  and  spirit  of 
cooperation,  as  well  as  those  staff  members,  who  are  involved 
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with  the  implementation  of  School  Committee  policies  for  the  wel- 
fare of  young  people.  We  commend  to  your  attention  the  reports 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  other  administrative  staff 
members  which  are  included  herewith  as  a part  of  the  Annual 
School  Report.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Fairhaven  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town 
of  Fairhaven: 

I am  pleased  to  submit  herewith  my  tenth  annual  report  as 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools. 

May  I begin  my  annual  report  with  an  expression  of  deep 
appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Fairhaven 
School  Committee,  my  assistants  in  the  Administrative  Center,  my 
administrative  colleagues  on  the  department  staff,  the  professional 
and  para-professionals  who  make  up  our  school  system  and  who 
are  dedicated  to  the  educational  welfare  of  our  schools  and,  more 
particularly,  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven,  who  must 
underwrite  the  major  portion  of  the  educational  system.  I believe 
that  no  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  the  history  of  this  Town  has 
ever  had  the  pleasure  of  working  with  a more  dedicated  and  loyal 
group  of  professionals  and  lay  people  than  I.  Our  continuing  con- 
cern for  the  educational  attainment  and  in  the  increase  of  educa- 
tional competence  of  our  pupils  reflect  the  devotion  of  our  School 
Committee  members  and  our  professionals  to  the  cause  of  pro- 
viding the  best  educational  programs  for  the  welfare  of  each 
individual  child. 

We  have  been,  and  will  be  for  the  next  few  years,  living  in 
an  atmosphere  of  continual  change.  We  have  been  faced  with 
the  problems  of  collective  bargaining  and  in  the  adjustment  of 
procedures  to  agreed-upon  contracts. 

We  are  now  engaged  in  the  study  of  methods  for  the  im- 
plementation of  new  regulations  promulgated  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education  under  a legislative  mandate.  Four  new  sets  of  regu- 
lations have  been  established  during  the  past  year,  viz.  establish- 
ment of  minimum  standards  for  the  length  of  the  school  day  and 
the  length  of  the  school  year;  minimum  standards  for  physical 
education  in  both  elemental*}7  and  secondary  schools;  special  edu- 
cation programs  for  perceptually  handicapped  children;  and,  most 
important  and  most  difficult  to  achieve,  the  requirement  for  a 
kindergarten  program  to  be  phased  in  between  now  and  1973. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  in  respect  to  the  last  three  of 
the  above-named  regulations,  coordinated  study  will  be  necessary 
by  many  areas  of  the  Town  government  in  order  that  we  may  be 
able  to  comply  with  these  implementations.  In  each  of  these  three 
cases,  additional  operating  revenue  will  be  required,  and  additi- 
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onal  spaces  will  be  needed  in  order  to  satisfy  the  requirements 
of  the  regulations.  It  is  possible  that  these  can  be  coordinated  into 
one  building  package;  but  in  order  to  do  so,  it  must  be  studied 
in  terms  of  the  projected  capital  outlay  needs  of  the  Town  as 
expressed  in  the  Master  Plan;  and  it  should  be  phased  into  a co- 
ordinated program  for  the  establishment  of  revenues  and  proposed 
expenditures  on  a long-range  basis. 


CURRICULUM  DEVELOPMENT  AND  REVISION 

Each  year  I report  to  the  townspeople  and  the  School 
Committee  relative  to  the  implementation  of  curriculum  revision 
throughout  the  school  system.  A year  ago  I reported  the  results 
of  a two-week  workshop  by  the  members  of  the  Industrial  Arts 
Department  in  completing  a revision  and  updating  of  the  course- 
of-study  for  this  area  of  the  curriculum.  The  results  of  this  pro- 
gram are  readily  apparent  in  the  attitude  of  the  students  parti- 
cipating in  it,  as  well  as  in  the  quality  of  the  work  that  these 
young  people  are  able  to  produce.  I am  extremely  pleased  with 
its  progress. 

In  the  summer  of  1967  we  held  a workshop  with  the  Social 
Studies  Department,  at  which  time  complete  courses  of  study  in 
all  of  the  social  studies  areas  from  grades  1 to  12  were  written 
and  reproduced  together  with  selected  source  materials  and  bibli- 
ographies for  the  conduct  of  the  courses  to  be  offered.  This  was 
a very  far-reaching  program.  It  should  have  the  result  of  making 
the  Social  Science  disciplines  more  acceptable  and  interesting  to 
the  students.  It  should  also  have  the  more  obvious  concomitant 
effect  of  helping  students  to  understand  their  surroundings  and 
the  workings  of  the  social  order  in  which  they  are  to  live,  based 
upon  the  experiences  of  the  past.  The  objectives  of  social  studies 
instruction  are  to  help  young  people  develop  and  use  the  skills 
of  the  social  studies  disciplines  effectively,  since  without  an  ade- 
quate command  of  the  skills,  it  is  doubtful  that  the  students  can 
gain  the  insights  concerning  their  society,  or  develop  the  habits 
of  intellectual  social  behavior  that  constitute  the  ultimate  goals  of 
social  studies  instruction. 


FEDERAL  AID  TO  EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAMS 

Much  time  has  been  spent  in  the  continuing  concern  of  the 
administrative  staff  with  the  implementation  of  the  various  fed- 
eral programs  of  aid  to  education  under  the  directorship  of  Mr. 
Victor  L.  Brunette. 
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During  the  past  year,  we  have  operated  tutorial  programs  at 
the  secondary  school  level,  an  elementary  remedial  reading  assis- 
tance program,  an  elementary  school  summer  language  arts  impro- 
vement program,  and  we  expect  to  begin  a pilot  class  on  the  per- 
ceptually handicapped  during  January  of  1968.  We  have  been  a 
co-developer  with  the  City  of  New  Bedford  Public  Schools  of  a 
cooperative  program  under  Title  III  of  the  Elementary/ Secondary 
Education  Act,  which  will  provide  a center  for  the  organization 
and  development  of  programs  within  the  22  communities  of  the 
Southeastern  area,  who  are  members  of  the  project.  We  have  es- 
tablished an  Adult  Basic  Education  Program  under  the  Office  of 
Economic  Opportunity  and  for  the  first  time  have  received  ap- 
proval of  reimbursement  for  Aid  to  Federally  Impacted  Commu- 
nities under  Public  Law  81-874. 

Following  is  a detailed  list  of  federal  reimbursements  received 
or  which  will  be  received  in  the  near  future  totaling  well  over 
$100,000  of  direct  benefit  to  the  Fairhaven  Schools  and  to  the 
Town  of  Fairhaven.

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BUSINESS  OFFICE  PROCEDURES 


Due  to  federal  programs  and  the  organizational  changeover 
of  the  State  Department  of  Education,  as  a result  of  the  Willis 
Commission,  the  activities  of  the  business  office  of  the  Fairhaven 
Schools  has  been  greatly  increased  due  to  the  necessity  for  pro- 
viding information  to  the  State  Department  of  Education  and 
other  local  and  federal  agencies. 

The  major  responsibility  for  providing  statistical  and  financial 
reports  by  the  business  office  include  the  following:  Fall  Statisti- 
cal Survey  (enrollment);  Financial-Statistical  Survey;  salary  sur- 
veys; the  National  Education  Association,  estimates  on  enrollment 
and  finance;  the  United  States  Office  of  Education,  estimates 
and  reports  concerning  programs;  the  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation, reports  on  school  housing,  and  the  racial  survey;  the  re- 
ports on  Special  Education  programs  for  the  physically  handi- 
capped, mentally  retarded,  emotionally  disturbed,  and  perceptu- 
ally handicapped;  financial  information  on  Public  Law  81-874 
(Federal  impact  reimbursements);  Chapter  70,  State  Aid  entitle- 
ments; transportation,  financial  and  statistical  reports;  pupil  cost 
reports;  and  the  establishment  of  reports  on  tuition  rates  for  state 
wards. 

In  addition  to  the  above  information,  the  following  have  been 
added:  reports  on  involvement  with  vocational  education  and  staff 
surveys  required  by  the  New  England  Educational  Assessment 
Program,  as  well  as  the  compiling  of  the  budget  and  of  financial 
and  statistical  reports  to  the  School  Committee. 

With  very  few  exceptions,  deadlines  and  schedules  have  been 
met  despite  the  greatly  increased  volume  of  information  requested. 
The  completion  of  a study  by  the  Commonwealth  leading  to  an 
integrated  automated  system  of  accounting  for  all  of  the  state 
departments,  will  have  a resultant  effect  upon  the  operation  of 
the  public  schools,  as  it  will  in  other  town  departments.  Although 
we  had  expected  to  procure  a new  accounting  machine  during 
this  year  and  had  included  money  in  our  budget  for  such  a pur- 
pose, we  have  not  expended  this  money  and  will  be  including  it 
again  in  the  1968  budget.  It  is  fortunate  that  we  did  not  secure 
such  a machine  at  this  time,  since  with  the  volume  of  work  re- 
quired, it  would  have  been  difficult  to  adjust  ourselves  to  a more 
extensive  accounting  system. 

In  anticipation  of  the  changes  under  a new  unified  state  pro- 
cedure, we  have  held  off  on  the  more  extensive  modernization 
of  our  own  accounting  procedures  pending  the  changes  in  the 
state  programs. 
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The  immediate  goal  of  the  business  office  and  indeed  of  the 
entire  Administrative  Center,  as  we  move  in  new  directions  in- 
volving new  procedures  and  new  programs,  is  to  make  the  Ad- 
ministrative Center  serve  the  fiscal  and  operating  needs  of  the 
various  schools  and  of  the  children  they  serve.  Budget  preparation 
and  control  analysis  of  expenditure,  encumberances,  balances,  al- 
lotments to  the  various  accounts,  etc.,  are  but  tools  of  manage- 
ment, which  are  vital  to  the  successful  operation  of  the  school 
system.  Each  principal  and  department  head  is  responsible  for 
the  fiscal  operation  of  their  area  of  responsibility  as  well  as  opera- 
ting schools  and  departments  in  carrying  out  the  policies  of  the 
School  Committee  and  of  the  State  Department  of  Education. 


LEGISLATION 

The  activities  of  the  legislature,  to  a large  extent  influence 
greatly  the  programs  provided  by  the  public  schools.  The  enact- 
ment of  Chapter  647  of  the  Acts  of  1966  provided  for  instruction 
and  training  of  children  with  learning  impairments,  specifically 
providing  for  instruction  of  children  with  specific  language  diffi- 
culties or  dyslexia.  The  act  provides  for  a 50%  reimbursement  to 
school  systems  providing  programs  for  children,  who  have  been 
officially  diagnosed  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  as 
needing  special  instruction. 

Chapter  272  of  the  Acts  of  1967  provide  for  another  increase 
in  the  minimum  salary  of  the  school  teachers  to  $5,750.00  effective 
September  1968. 

Chapter  315  of  the  Acts  of  1967  standardized  the  procedure 
relative  to  the  formula  used  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  in  deter- 
mining school  tax  rates. 

Chapter  344  of  the  Acts  of  1967  increases  the  amount  of  an- 
nual compensation  that  retired  teachers  may  earn  while  employed 
as  substitute  teachers  in  the  schools  from  $1200  to  $1500  per  year. 

Chapter  388  of  the  Acts  of  1967  have,  in  effect,  removed  the 
restrictions  detailed  in  a decision  of  the  Massachusetts  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  (Harvey  et  al  vs.  Sudbury),  commonly  referred  to 
as  the  Sudbury  decision,  by  authorizing  School  Committees  to  ex- 
pend federal  funds  received  for  educational  purposes  without  in- 
cluding the  purpose  of  such  expenditures  in,  or  applying  such  an 
amount  to,  any  budget  or  appropriation  request. 
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SCHOOL  FACILITIES 


As  I pointed  out  in  the  beginning  of  this  report,  continuing 
study  will  be  necessary  in  the  next  few  years  on  the  problem  of 
school  facilities.  At  the  present  time,  although  we  have  a reason- 
ably comfortable  pupil-teacher  ratio  we  have  every  available  class- 
room in  use  and  have  converted  some  basement  rooms  and  non- 
instructional  areas  to  instructional  purposes  in  some  of  the  schools 
in  order  to  provide  for  some  of  the  present  programs.  In  fact,  we 
are  indebted  to  St.  Joseph’s  parish  for  the  use  of  a room  in  St. 
Joseph’s  parochial  school  for  the  establishment  of  a program  for 
dyslexic  children  under  a federal  title.  St.  Joseph’s  parish  has  made 
this  room  available  to  the  Fairhaven  Schools  without  charge  and 
we  are  sincerely  indebted  to  them  for  this. 


We  will  not  be  able  to  maintain  the  present  level  of  pupil- 
teacher  ratio,  with  increased  numbers  of  pupils.  If  additional 
teacher  stations  are  not  made  available,  the  result  cannot  help 
but  increase  the  pupil-teacher  ratio.  In  addition,  we  are  using 
many  areas  within  the  schools  for  instruction  purposes  which  were 
never  designed  to  be  used  for  classes.  Teachers’  rooms,  clinic 
rooms,  and  libraries  are  being  used  for  specialized  instruction. 
By  using  these  facilities  for  this  type  of  purpose,  we  are  not  able 
to  use  the  rooms  for  the  purposes  for  in  which  they  were  formerly 
designed. 


As  a result  of  the  foregoing  statements,  I would  not  wish  to 
leave  the  impression  with  the  reader  of  this  report  that  we  will 
not  be  able  to  accommodate  the  students  in  the  schools  next  year, 
since  this  would  not  be  true.  However,  the  flexibility  of  some  of 
our  programs  will  be  hampered  and  the  efficiency  of  our  pro- 
grams will  be  severely  eroded  in  the  future  unless  additional 
spaces  are  found  for  use  by  the  schools.  The  changing  of  stan- 
dards in  the  various  special  education  programs  alone,  as  a result 
of  new  regulations  of  the  state  board,  and  as  a result  of  new  leg- 
islation, will  cause  serious  problems  of  space  to  some  of  the  pro- 
grams presently  operating. 


The  School  Facilities  Survey  Committee  is  presently  in  oper- 
ation and  is  studying  the  needs  of  the  schools  and  I would  expect 
an  early  report  to  the  Town  Meeting. 
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CONCLUSION 


The  Fairhaven  Schools  were  deeply  saddened  by  the  recent 
death  of  Mr.  Charles  C.  Entwistle,  Principal  and  Headmaster  of 
Fairhaven  High  School  for  the  past  nine  years.  Mr.  Entwistle  was 
a respected  professional  colleague,  and  personal  friend.  The  sec- 
ondary schools  of  Fairhaven  will  find  it  very  difficult  to  fill  the 
void,  which  Mr.  Entwistle  has  left  in  our  organization. 

A report  of  other  staff  members,  which  are  included  in  this 
1967  edition  of  the  Fairhaven  School  Report  will  deal  in  greater 
depth  with  other  areas  of  the  school  system  than  those  which  I 
have  mentioned  in  this  report  of  mine. 

I sincerely  appreciate  the  fine  cooperation  shown  me  by  the 
administrative  and  teaching  staff  and  by  the  para-professional 
and  non-professional  members  of  the  school  system.  Without  a 
dedicated  spirit  and  sense  of  involvement  in  the  welfare  of  young 
people  by  all  members  of  the  school  system,  the  educational  wel- 
fare of  our  young  people  could  not  be  well  served.  I am  proud  of 
the  attainments  of  our  school  system  and  I am  proud  of  the  sta- 
ture that  it  holds  with  the  other  schools  systems  of  the  area.  We 
have  achieved  this  eminence  only  as  a result  of  the  dedicated 
involvement  of  the  School  Committee,  the  professionals  and  the 
townspeople. 

On  behalf  of  the  school  children  of  Fairhaven,  I am  deeply 
grateful  and  I hope  for  continuation  in  the  future  of  this  spirit 
of  cooperation  and  of  involvement,  in  order  to  continue  to  meet 
the  goal  of  the  best  possible  education  for  each  individual  student 
in  our  school  system.  The  problems  of  the  future  will  be  even 
more  complex  than  those  of  the  present,  but  by  a sense  of  to- 
getherness and  of  mutual  concern  for  the  equitable  solution  of 
problems,  we  will  be  able  to  meet  the  challenges  of  the  future 
as  we  have  been  able  to  meet  those  of  the  past.

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Report  of  the  High  School  Principal 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  Acting  Pincipal  of 
Fairhaven  High  School. 

The  past  year,  1967,  was  one  in  which  hearts  were  deeply 
saddened  by  the  untimely  death  of  the  Principal,  Mr.  Charles 
Clifford  Entwistle.  During  his  tenure  as  Principal,  many  changes 
were  accomplished  under  his  supervision;  some  of  these  being 
the  revision  of  curriculum,  updating  of  the  physical  facilities, 
and  increasing  of  the  staff  for  a better  pupil-teacher  ratio.  Mr. 
Entwistle’s  ideas  and  plans  were  ahead  of  his  time,  and  through 
these  ideas  he  inspired  both  faculty  and  students  on  to  greater 
achievements  in  life.  The  majority  of  the  educational  gains  for 
this  year  were  under  the  direct  supervision  of  Mr.  Entwistle. 

On  June  14,  1967,  Mr.  James  P.  Honohan,  Chairman  of  the 
Fairhaven  School  Committee,  presented  diplomas  to  one  hundred 
sixty-eight  Seniors.  The  feature  of  the  graduation  program  was 
the  presentation  of  a panel  discussion,  directed  by  Mrs.  Paul 
L.  Knipe,  Head  of  the  English  Department.  The  topic  “Seven 
to  Sixty-Seven”,  was  a progress  review  of  our  world  and  particu- 
larly our  nation  in  this  significant  sixty  year  period.  The  panel 
discussed  the  following  areas:  Politics  and  History  by  Ronald 
Chasse,  Inventions  by  George  Amaral,  Scientific  Achievement  by 
Thomas  Powers,  and  The  Fine  Arts  by  Barbara  Bouchard.

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During  the  graduation  program,  the  Class  of  1967  presented 
to  High  School  a portable  public  address  system  for  use  in 
small  assemblies  and  classroom  instruction.  This  unit  is  completely 
portable  and  can  be  used  in  many  phases  of  education. 

Sixty-two  percent  of  the  Class  of  1967  have  continued  a 
formal  educational  program  in  forty-three  different  institutions. 
Approximately  fifty  percent  of  these  young  people  are  pursuing 
a program  which  will  lead  to  a baccalaureate  degree.  Twenty- 
five  percent  of  the  class  are  employed  in  twenty-three  local 
businesses  and  industries.  More  than  seven  percent  of  the  young 
men  have  entered  the  armed  services. 

Numerous  graduates  of  other  years  have  returned  for  assist- 
ance in  school  placement.  Education  is  a continuing  process. 
Many  doors  are  open  to  those  who  seek  it.  Guidance  Personnel 
are  ever  ready  to  assist. 

As  the  demands  of  advanced  schools  and  colleges  underline 
the  necessity  for  much  practice  in  the  field  of  written  language, 
the  Department  of  English  is  putting  increased  emphasis  upon 
the  writing  assignment.  Pupils  are  afforded  much  practice  in 
varied  types  of  written  expression  from  the  comparatively  simple 
compilation  of  the  friendly  and  business  letter  to  the  intricate 
disciplines  of  the  formal  research  paper.  Most  students  write  their 
first  research  papers  in  Grade  11.  In  Grade  12,  another  more 
demanding  research  project  is  assigned.  Moreover,  much  creative 
work  is  called  for,  and  a good  deal  of  expository  writing  is  inter- 
polated in  the  units  devoted  to  consideration  of  literary  classics. 

It  has  long  been  the  philosophy  of  this  department  that  the 
literature  studied  and  assigned  should  be  of  lofty  quality.  The 
English  classics , which  obviously  are  the  heritage  of  the  educated, 
are  studied  at  all  levels  in  Fairhaven  secondary  schools.  Where 
slow  learners  find  the  original  texts  prohibited,  it  has  been 
possible  to  substitute  simplified  and  abridged  versions.  The 
pupil  is  thus  introduced  — at  his  personal  reading  level  — to 
fine  thinking,  classic  structure  and  material  significant  to  the 
mores  of  English-speaking  peoples. 

A course  in  World  Literature  — long  an  established  part  of 
the  English  curriculum  at  Fairhaven  High  School  — is  offered  to 
all  students  during  Grade  12.  Of  late,  this  course  is  proving  par- 
ticularly significant  in  promoting  a comprehension  of  current 
world  tensions.  Through  the  reading  of  choice  excerpts  from  the 
literature  of  many  countries  followed  by  careful  class  discussions, 
pupils  can  approach  a more  comprehensive  understanding  of 
the  peoples  who  inhabit  our  world  — and  who  perhaps  express 
themselves  more  poignantly  through  their  literature  than  through 
any  other  means. 

Three  days  during  the  latter  part  of  September  were  set  aside 
as  Sophomore  Orientation  Days  in  the  High  School  Library.  Each 
English  teacher  brought  a class  into  the  library  according  to 
a previously  arranged  schedule,  and  the  librarian  acquainted  the 
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students  to  make  use  of  the  library  during  study  periods,  the 
method  of  checking  out  books  and  other  materials,  and  finally 
the  library  rules  and  regulations. 

The  Library  Club  has  embarked  on  a new  project  this 
year;  a paperback  book  store  to  replace  the  weeklong  book 
fair  we  have  had  in  the  past.  The  books  were  chosen  by  the 
members  of  the  club  under  the  guidance  of  the  librarian  and 
120  different  titles  are  available  ranging  in  interest  from  Snoopy 
to  Shakespeare.  The  books  are  sold  each  week  during  activity 
period.  The  advantages  of  this  system  over  the  book  fair  are 
many.  There  will  not  be  any  necessity  to  close  the  library  for 
a week  as  we  had  to  do  during  a fair,  and  this  way  the  books 
are  available  at  all  times  to  students  and  teachers  alike.  Also, 
new  titles  may  be  added  as  needed  at  any  time  during  the  year. 

A new  plan  was  instituted  this  year  whereby  an  American 
History  study  group  consisting  of  ten  to  twelve  students  meet 
in  the  library  for  one  period  each  day  for  the  purpose  of  group 
research. 

All  of  the  students  in  the  college  preparatory  course  are  study- 
ing from  up  to  date  modem  mathematics  textbooks.  The  em- 
phasis is  placed  on  building  mathematical  skills  as  before,  but 
in  addition,  the  structure  of  mathematics  is  stressed.  This  begins 
in  elementary  school  and  continues  through  grade  twelve. 

In  the  past  year,  an  additional  teacher  was  added  to  the 
Mathematics  Department.  This  has  helped  to  reduce  the  size 
of  the  classes.  At  the  present  time  the  number  of  students  in 
every  mathematics  class  is  at  a workable  level  and  this  is  a 
definite  improvement  over  a few  years  ago.  Teachers  are  able 
to  give  much  more  attention  to  the  individual  student  and  this 
has  been  reflected  in  the  quality  of  his  work. 

For  the  first  time,  five  groups  of  students  have  been  per- 
mitted to  start  French  at  the  Grade  7 level.  This  provides  many 
more  students  with  the  opportunity  for  a six-year  sequence  through 
grade  12. 

In  Spanish,  enrollments  also  have  increased  to  the  extent 
that  for  the  first  time  ever,  it  has  become  necessary  to  add  one 
extra  Spanish  I group.  Also  Spanish  is  now  being  offered  begin- 
ning in  Grade  10  and  it  is  very  likely  that  within  a year  or  two 
the  demand  for  a Spanish  III  will  be  great  enough  to  warrant 
serious  consideration  to  offer  it. 

Otherwise,  the  department  continues  to  strive  for  the  ob- 
jectives set  up  several  years  ago,  i.e.,  primary  stress  on  developing 
listening  and  speaking  skills  especially  at  the  lower  levels  with 
reading  and  writing  coming  next.  In  all  classes,  in  addition  to 
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the  official  textbooks,  students  hear  taped  stories,  see  French 
movies,  read  Paris  Match  magazines  (reporting  in  French  on  the 
articles  they  have  read)  and  have  the  opportunity  to  participate 
in  French  Club  activities  (French  Oral  Contests,  Side  Walk  Cafe, 
French  Hootenanny,  trips  to  French  restaurant  in  Boston,  etc.) 

A Summer  Workshop,  lasting  three  weeks,  was  held  last 
summer.  The  purpose  of  this  workshop  was  to  review  and  revise 
the  Social  Studies  Curriculum  in  the  areas  of  Geography  and 
History  for  grades  one  through  twelve. 

Extensive  revisions  were  made  at  all  grade  levels  and  sev- 
eral new  courses  proposed.  These  new  and  revised  courses  are 
designed  to  better  meet  the  needs  of  the  younger  generation. 
Greater  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  logical  development  of 
Social  Studies  skills,  attitudes,  and  values.  The  introduction  of 
new  teaching  methods  and  materials,  such  as  the  “new”  Inductive 
Approach,  will  encourage  far  greater  active  participation  on 
the  part  of  the  student  than  has  been  found  in  traditional  Amer- 
ican education.  These  innovations  will  enable  the  department 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  latest  trends  and  developments  in  the 
Social  Studies  Field. 

Among  other  valuable  results  of  the  workshop  were  a closer 
co-ordination  between  the  various  levels  of  education  within  the 
school  system  and  a greater  understanding  of  the  needs  and 
problems  at  each  teaching  level.  The  members  of  the  workshop 
found  it  an  extremely  valuable  and  worthwhile  experience. 

Through  the  years  a wide-spread  interest  in  the  field  of 
science  was  stressed.  At  the  present  time,  the  offering  ranges 
from  advanced  courses  in  Physics  to  Biology  courses  which  will 
meet  the  needs  of  the  student  body.  The  laboratories  installed 
over  the  last  six  years  are  now  being  used  to  maximum  capacity. 
Within  the  limits  of  the  facilities,  all  students  have  the  opportunity 
of  laboratory  experiences.  Individual  investigations  are  encouraged 
and  the  students  are  guided  and  supervised  in  the  proper  use 
of  special  equipment  and  apparatus  to  develop  the  proper  labor- 
atory techniques  and  to  assure  the  personal  safety  within  the 
laboratory. 

The  Business  Department  has  continued  its  policy  of  con- 
stantly evaluating  and  modifying  its  course  offerings  to  keep 
its  program  abreast  of  the  needs  of  the  pupils  and  the  business 
community.  A forward  step  in  this  direction  was  our  recent 
acquisition  of  seven  new  machines,  two  printing  calculators  to  be 
used  in  the  Office  Practice  classes,  and  five  10-key  adding  and 
listing  machines  for  the  bookkeeping  classes.  These  were  acquired 
under  provisions  of  the  Vocational  Education  Act  of  1963,  Public 
Law  88-210. 
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We  are  still  facing  the  pressures  of  space  limitations;  we 
need  a second  typewriting  room  so  that  all  the  pupils  in  the 
school  who  desire  instruction  in  typewriting  have  an  opportunity 
to  elect  it. 

The  Industrial  Arts  Department  of  Fairhaven  High  School 
has  been  updated  by  the  addition  of  a new  universal  milling 
machine  with  a vertical  head  attachment.  The  welding  area  has 
been  improved  by  the  addition  of  a steel  plate  floor  with  a 
fireproof  welding  curtain  above. 

Our  first  Industrial  Arts  Course  class  will  be  graduating  this 
June.  This  was  a new  course  started  four  years  ago  and  it  is  hoped 
that  these  students  will  put  their  skills  to  good  use  in  employ- 
ment in  area  industries. 

For  the  past  year,  we  have  had  student-teachers  from  Fitch- 
burg State  College  training  here.  They  have  rotated  through  the 
areas  of  wood,  metals,  and  graphic  arts.  We  hope  to  continue 
this  venture  in  the  future  as  it  not  only  gives  the  trainees  valuable 
experience,  but,  it  helps  to  improve  our  own  professional  climate. 

The  athletic  teams  had  a very  successful  year  with  two  champ- 
ionship teams  and  one  runner-up  team.  Our  congratulations  go 
to  the  basketball  teams  for  their  perfect  records  within  the 
Capeway  Conference  and  the  Bristol  County  Girls’  League,  and 
to  the  track  team  which  was  a runner-up  for  the  Conference  title 
with  only  one  defeat  during  the  season. 

At  the  present  time,  our  athletic  teams  are  participating  in 
all  major  sports  within  the  Conference.  It  is  hoped  that  other 
activities  and  educational  endeavors  can  be  derived  from  the 
association  with  the  Capeway  Conference. 

The  problems  faced  by  Fairhaven  High  School  as  well  as  the 
majority  of  the  other  secondary  schools  are  meeting  the  diverse 
needs  of  the  total  student  body.  The  programs  of  study  must  give 
attention  to  the  high-ability  and  the  low  ability  level  without 
overlooking  the  needs  of  the  students  with  average  ability.  The 
workshop  program  held  during  the  summer  for  the  development 
of  new  courses  of  study  is  designed  to  help  meet  the  needs  of 
each  and  every  student.  It  is  the  sincere  hope  that  this  workshop 
program  continues  so  that  each  student  may  have  a better 
opportunity  of  achieving  according  to  his  or  her  own  ability. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  commend  the  faculty  and  staff 
of  the  High  School  for  their  dedication  to  the  cause  of  education. 
Also  to  Mr.  Harriman  and  the  Fairhaven  School  Committee,  I 
would  like  to  express  my  sincere  gratitude  for  their  support 
during  the  past  year. 

To  the  memory  of  Mr.  Charles  C.  Entwistle  who  inspired  us 
to  greater  heights  of  educational  achievement,  I dedicate  this 
report.

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Report  of  the  Junior  High  School  Principal 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I present  herewith  my  tenth  and  final  report  as  principal 
of  Elizabeth  I.  Hastings  Junior  High  School. 

In  the  fall  of  1967,  762  pupils  in  grades  seven,  eight  and 
nine  were  enrolled  with  forty  full-time  and  two  part-time  teachers. 
To  relieve  crowded  conditions  in  English,  mathematics  and  science 
classes,  two  teachers  had  been  added.  In  October,  Miss  Manghan 
became  a full-time  reading  specialist  in  the  junior  high  school. 

This  past  year  has  seen  a continuation  of  attempted  refine- 
ments of  education  programs  in  operation: 

a.  Because  of  the  continued  confidence  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee in  summer  work  shops,  the  social  studies  department  was 
able  to  complete  a very  productive  program  which  now  is  re- 
sulting in  the  final  steps  for  an  interesting,  revised  course  of 
study  in  history,  civics  and  geography  for  all  levels. 

b.  Because  we  now  have  a full-time  reading  specialist  and 
one  more  English  teacher,  the  areas  of  language  arts  — most  vital 
to  all  subjects  — are  being  instructed  in  smaller  groups.  Yet  the 
teacher  load  is  still  heavy. 

c.  Because  of  the  appointment  of  a combination  science- 
mathematics  teacher,  some  relief  was  offered,  but  not  enough. 
Another  instructor  is  needed. 

d.  Because  there  was  no  way  to  relieve  the  social  studies 
department  in  the  1967  budget,  all  six  teachers  involved,  pre- 
pared an  emergency  plan  for  this  year,  which  means  that  they 
all  teach  history,  civics  and  geography  on  a temporary  basis 
to  relieve  two  overloaded  geography  teachers.  Two  teachers  are 
needed  to  relieve  this  department. 

There  is  a serious  emergency  in  the  music  department.  An- 
other instructor  to  teach  a minimum  of  twenty-six  more  periods 
a week  is  needed,  chiefly  because  of  increased  grade  size  and 
heavy  schedules  of  teachers  already  involved. 
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This  is  a year  of  evaluation  at  our  school.  At  my  request, 
a team  of  experienced  junior  high  school  educators  will  visit 
us  in  May  1968,  to  weigh  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  in  all 
areas.  We  will  receive  a written  report  of  their  findings.  This 
seems  important  information  for  the  next  principal  of  the  junior 
high  school.  By  way  of  preparation,  teachers  have  been  going 
through  self-evaluation,  meetings  with  department  chairman,  pre- 
paring school  philosophy  and  objectives.  The  results  should  be 
most  helpful  when  charting  future  courses. 

In  closing  this  report,  I dwell  for  a little  on  the  fine  experi- 
ence I have  enjoyed  as  a member  of  the  Fairhaven  School  system 
since  1921.  Fairhaven  youth  has  always  responded  well  to  the 
challenge  of  education.  Each  day  has  brought  joys  in  teaching. 
Fellow  workers  have  supplied  stimulation  in  thinking  and  in 
loyal  friendships.  Administration  has  furnished  challenging  and 
intellectual  guidance,  while  the  Fairhaven  School  committees 
have  supplied  understanding  leadership.  Mine  has  been  an  en- 
riched career  here  and  I am  very  grateful  to  all  who  helped 
make  it  so.

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Report  of  the  Elementary  Coordinator 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  School  Committee,  and  the 
Citizens  of  Fairhaven:  I submit  my  10th  annual  report. 

In  reviewing  the  1966-67  school  year,  I would  like  to  list 
some  of  the  noteworthy  features  that  have  taken  place  in  the 
elementary  schools. 

We  have  become  more  successful  in  meeting  individual  dif- 
ferences in  children. 

Innovative  reading  materials,  such  as  programmed  reading, 
controlled  readers,  and  manipulative  devices,  are  already  being 
tested  in  all  of  the  elementary  schools.  We  have  conducted 
inservice  workshops  for  teachers  in  order  that  the  proper  use 
be  made  of  all  these  materials. 

An  eight-week  substitute  training  course  was  conducted  in 
March.  There  were  fourteen  candidates  who  successfully  com- 
pleted this  course.  Four  of  these  substitutes  continued  their 
training  in  the  field  of  reading  in  the  Title  I summer  course  under 
the  directorship  of  the  Reading  Supervisor. 

In  October,  an  extension  of  the  summer  Title  I Reading  Pro- 
gram was  initiated.  Please  refer  to  Reading  Supervisor’s  report 
for  further  details. 

We  have  continued  to  recognize  the  physically  handicapped 
problem  and,  at  the  present  time,  are  employing  four  tutors  to 
help  the  children  who  have  been  diagnosed  as  having  dyslexia. 

In  May,  Mr.  Robert  Russell  was  engaged  to  speak  on  percep- 
tually handicapped  children  to  all  of  the  teachers  in  the  Fairhaven 
School  System  during  released  time.  Mr.  Russell  described  the 
details  of  the  program  he  has  been  carrying  out  in  New  Jersey  for 
a number  of  years.  This  lecture  was  very  enlightening.  He  also 
spent  the  evening  showing  slides  and  discussing  this  program  with 
the  School  Committee. 

In  the  early  spring,  Dr.  Louise  Bates  Ames,  Psychologist 
of  the  Gesell  Institute  of  Child  Development,  was  engaged  by 
the  school  department  to  speak  to  all  interested  parents  and 
teachers  on  early  childhood  development.  The  large  attendance 
was  gratifying  and  I hope  a better  understanding  of  child  growth 
and  development  was  gained. 

We  have  adopted  two  new  texts,  one  in  reading  and  the 
other  in  social  studies. 
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At  this  writing,  we  are  beginning  to  evaluate  our  arithmetic 
program  in  order  to  determine  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of 
the  modern  math  approach  in  the  teaching  of  arithmetic. 

This  fall  we  began  to  structure  a pilot  nongraded  program 
in  the  primary  unit  in  the  LeRoy  L.  Wood  School.  At  this 
writing,  we  have  established  twelve  reading  levels  as  well  as 
developed  a new  method  of  reporting  the  progress  of  the  child- 
ren to  the  parents.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Superintendent  and 
School  Committee  that  this  program  can  be  extended  to  other 
elementary  schools  during  the  next  school  year. 

In  December,  1967,  a two-day  institute  in  the  area  of  non- 
gradedness,  sponsored  by  Science  Research  Associates,  Inc.,  was 
conducted  in  the  Elizabeth  I.  Hastings  Junior  High  School.  This 
was  directed  by  Mr.  Robert  T.  Lindstone,  Principal  of  the  Roaring 
Brook  School  in  Avon,  Connecticut.  This  institute  was  attended 
by  twenty-eight  Fairhaven  teachers,  as  well  as  educators  from 
Rhode  Island,  New  Hampshire  and  many  suburbs  of  Boston. 
Departmentalization  is  becoming  an  integral  feature  of  the  organi- 
zation in  the  intermediate  grades. 

Elementary  libraries  have  grown,  due  to  the  Title  II  funds,  the 
generosity  of  the  PTA’s,  and  money  that  was  allotted  in  the 
school  budget.  Mrs.  Phyllis  Allen,  library  coordinator,  has  given 
us  invaluable  service  in  organizing  and  overseeing  our  total 
elementary  library  program.  The  parents  of  our  elementary  schools 
have  continued  their  faithfulness  in  serving  in  our  school  libraries 
and  we  are  indeed  indebted  to  them  for  their  efforts. 

Other  noteworthy  reports  follow  from  the  various  supervisors 
in  the  field  of  elementary  education. 

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  READING  SUPERVISOR 

During  the  past  year,  I have  observed  and  conferred  on 
numerous  occasions  with  thirty-four  classroom  teachers,  five  tutors 
for  the  perceptually  handicapped,  and  seven  reading  assistants, 
as  well  as  being  on  call  to  teachers  of  the  upper  elementary  grades. 
It  was  necessary  to  give  individual  testing  to  a number  of  children 
in  order  to  discover  their  specific  problems  in  reading.  After 
testing,  I made  plans  for  their  needs  and  have  aided  teachers 
with  suggestions  and  techniques  to  improve  the  skills. 

In  May,  all  incoming  pre-school  children  were  given  readi- 
ness tests  by  the  first  grade  teachers  in  each  school.  Those  who 
did  not  succeed  in  this  test  were  called  back  at  a later  date  and 
were  given  the  individual  Gesell  Developmental  Test.  All  child- 
ren were  then  placed  in  appropriate  pre-primary  and  first  grade 
classes  wherever  it  was  felt  that  they  could  meet  success  during 
the  coming  school  year. 
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During  the  last  week  of  June,  I gave  a course  in  phonics 
and  its  relationship  to  reading  and  spelling  to  new  teachers 
entering  the  system,  prospective  reading  assistants,  and  others  who 
had  not  taken  the  course  previously. 

Four  reading  assistants  were  chosen  to  work  on  a Title  I 
summer  project  in  reading.  Twenty  children,  who  were  experi- 
encing severe  reading  problems,  were  chosen  to  participate.  As 
the  Instructional  Director  of  this  part  of  the  project,  I gave  the 
assistants  training  in  the  teaching  of  reading  and  supervised  their 
work  with  the  children.  The  purpose  of  the  program  was  not  only 
to  train  the  assistants  in  the  teaching  of  reading  but  also  to 
acquaint  them  with  the  many  devices  and  methods  that  must 
be  employed  with  children  with  severe  reading  problems  so 
that  they  can  meet  success.  The  methods  and  training  received 
were  to  be  carried  into  a program  for  the  coming  year  through 
the  granting  of  a further  ESEA  Title  I Project.  In  October,  this 
second  Federal  project  was  accepted  and  our  program  was  begun. 
As  Federal  Funds  take  care  of  only  children  in  the  disadvantaged 
areas,  two  more  reading  assistants  were  hired,  one  for  each  of  the 
remaining  schools.  The  assistants  work  three  hours  a day  with 
mainly  second  grade  children  in  an  effort  to  aid  them  in  over- 
coming their  reading  problems  before  these  become  unsurmount- 
able  and  habit  forming.  Most  of  the  reading  assistants  are  now 
taking  advantage  of  a course  which  a Federal  program  of  the 
New  Bedford  School  System  is  sponsoring. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  ADJUSTMENT  COUNSELOR 

The  School  Adjustment  Counselor  Program  was  established 
on  November  1,  1966,  and  has  been  a rather  active  special  ser- 
vice since  its  inception.  While  a partial  two  month  resume  was 
given  last  year,  I feel  that  a total  report  at  this  time  would  place 
this  new  specialized  service  to  the  children  of  Fairhaven  in  its 
true  perspective.  From  November  1,  1966  to  December  30,  1967, 
eighty-three  cases  have  been  referred  to  this  department  by  the 
elementary  school  principals.  After  a thorough  screening  of  these 
referrals  was  done  by  the  Elementary  Coordinator  and  the 
School  Adjustment  Counselor,  it  was  decided  that  intensive  case 
service  should  be  extended  to  fifty-six  of  the  cases  referred.  Many 
discussions  and  conferences  were  held  with  the  principals,  teachers, 
pupils  referred,  and  their  parents. 

This  resulted  in  the  reassignment  of  17  pupils  to  other  grade 
levels,  60  recommended  for  further  psychological  testing,  10  for 
psychiatric  evaluation  and  treatment,  22  for  medical  service  with 
their  own  family  physician  or  other  specialist,  8 to  a child  and 
family  service,  and  1 to  the  juvenile  probation  officer.  255  inter- 
views were  held  with  pupils,  248  with  the  teachers  involved,  and 
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235  with  other  school  personnel.  75  contacts  were  made  with  other 
community  agencies.  During  this  period,  225  contacts  other  than 
home  visits,  were  made  with  the  parents  of  the  children  referred. 
Home  visits  totaled  227.  Good  liaison  was  established  and  main- 
tained with  other  community  agencies,  doctors  and  mental  health 
organizations,  that  could  help  this  program..  A close  supervision 
of  the  cases  referred  was  maintained  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Coordinator  of  Elementary  Education,  and  the  School 
Adjustment  Counselor.  Excellent  cooperation  was  given  by  the 
Elementary  Supervisor  of  Reading  and  Language  Arts,  the  prin- 
cipals, teachers,  and  parents  of  the  children  involved. 


REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 


“Music  for  every  child  — every  child  for  music”  is  a theme 
of  the  National  Music  Educators  Association  and,  we,  here  in 
Fairhaven,  are  striving  to  make  this  a reality  in  our  schools. 
In  the  elementary  schools,  we  are  progressing  so  that  all  children 
will  have  the  same  opportunities  for  musical  enrichment. 

Our  basic  vocal  program  in  grades  1-6  has  progressed  to 
the  point  where  we  are  considering  the  addition  of  an  enrichment 
series  of  texts. 

Rhythm  in  our  music  program  is  growing  with  the  inclusion 
of  more  instruments  and  materials  for  classroom  use. 

Music  listening  and  appreciation  is  developing  gradually 
with  the  addition  and  availability  of  materials  such  as  records, 
filmstrips,  charts,  and  books. 

Performance-wise  the  elementary  schools  have  presented  pro- 
grams throughout  the  year  for  parents,  teachers,  friends,  and  for 
their  own  entertainment  and  musical  growth.  A May  Festival 
of  vocal  and  instrumental  music  was  presented  and  much  of  our 
elementary  musical  talent  was  displayed. 

Instrumentally,  the  elementary  schools  have  grown  with  the 
addition  of  piano  lessons  being  offered  in  the  schools  for  be- 
ginners. We  have  approximately  350  elementary  school  pupils  re- 
ceiving instrumental  music  instruction,  both  through  the  school 
and  private  teachers. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  greater  musical  development  in 
the  elementary  schools  and  the  challenge  of  correlating  the  total 
music  program  with  the  basic  elementary  reading  program. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 


The  art  program  has  progressed  in  variety  and  depth  of 
offerings  for  all  students.  Supervision  has  been  provided  for  all 
levels,  covering  special  education,  pre-primary,  and  grades  one 
through  six.  The  program  includes  fundamentals  and  creative  expe- 
rimentation. 

Work  in  modeling  clay  was  initiated  with  basic  demonstra- 
tions and  opportunity  for  students  in  all  grades  to  participate 
and  experiment,  using  their  hands  and  simple  tools  to  achieve 
form  and  texture. 

Sketching  from  the  live  figure  has  been  initiated  at  grade 
four  and  continues  in  greater  depth  and  proficiency  through  grades 
five  and  six,  providing  an  excellent  foundation  and  background 
for  the  junior  high  school  art  program.  This  type  of  drawing 
develops  skill  in  observation  and  judgment  through  recording 
observed  dimensional  forms  on  a two  dimensional  field. 

A special  project  was  provided  for  all,  to  stimulate  and  in- 
crease knowledge  of  man’s  use  of  flags,  pennants,  and  banners, 
leading  to  a better  understanding  and  appreciation  of  Fairhaven’s 
Festival  of  Flags. 

Work  in  collage  culminated  in  unusual  cards  for  Father’s  Day. 
This  project  was  cited  in  the  Standard  Times  of  June  18th. 

A system- wide  art  exhibit  was  presented  in  May  in  the  Roger’s 
School  auditorium,  covering  all  grade  levels  within  the  Fairhaven 
School  System.  Over  1,000  works  were  on  display,  hung  in  sequen- 
tial order  to  Enable  the  viewer  to  observe  the  progress  from  grade 
to  grade.  This  exhibit  was  presented  to  the  public  to  provide 
an  opportunity  to  evaluate  the  art  program,  stimulate  interest,  and 
provide  recognition  to  many  promising  and  gifted  students. 


REPORT  OF  THE  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DIRECTOR 


Our  elementary  physical  education  program  provides  for  the 
planned  development  of  physical  skills,  stimulates  positive  atti- 
tudes toward  physical  activity,  and  prepares  our  children  for 
more  effective,  rewarding  use  of  their  leisure  time. 
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The  early  years  of  a child’s  life  are  the  most  crucial  years. 
These  are  the  important  developmental  and  skill-learning  years 
when  a child  is  possessed  of  abundant  energy,  curiosity,  and  drives 
which  propel  him  on  to  new  experiences. 

Modern  youngsters  are  too  frequently  found  riding  instead 
of  walking,  and  watching  instead  of  participating,  at  a time  when 
they  should  be  involved  in  musicular  effort.  Our  physical  educa- 
tion program  in  our  public  schools,  directed  by  trained  specialists, 
involves  games,  exercises,  basic  skills,  rhythmics,  and  gymnastics. 
This  program,  coupled  with  our  physical  fitness  testing,  is  broad 
enough  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  the  children  and,  above  all,  is 
suited  to  the  maturity  level  of  the  student. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  comment  on  the  wonderful  opportuni- 
ties that  we  now  have  with  the  many  new  materials  and  inno- 
vative ideas.  Todays  child  is  certainly  living  in  an  exciting  educa- 
tional age,  and  it  is  a definite  challenge,  not  only  to  the  teachers  of 
Fairhaven,  but  parents  as  well. 

May  I again  thank  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  School 
Committee,  supervisors,  directors,  principals,  and  teachers  for 
their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  the  School  Nurse 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I present  herewith  my  twenty-fifth  annual  report  as  school  nurse: 

There  have  been  the  usual  eye  and  ear  examinations,  all 
pupils  in  grades  one  through  twelve  were  tested.  Children  who 
were  to  enter  school  in  September  had  eye  and  ear  examinations 
in  May.  All  pupils  in  grades  four,  seven,  ten  and  all  boys  in 
High  and  Junior  High  who  are  on  varsity  teams  had  physical 
examinations  by  Dr.  Sykes.  All  elementary  pupils  were  weighed 
and  measured. 

Under  a law  which  became  effective  December  5,  1967  Chap- 
ter 590  of  the  Acts  of  1967,  all  school  children  must  be  suc- 
cessfully vaccinated  against  smallpox  and  immunized  against  diph- 
theria, whooping  cough,  tetanus,  measles  and  poliomyeletis  and 
such  other  communicable  diseases  as  may  be  specified  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Department,  unless  there  are  medical  or  religious 
contraindications.  “School  Child”  as  referred  to  in  the  law  is 
any  student  attending  public  or  private  school  from  kindergarten 
through  grade  eight. 

Children  exempt  from  the  law  for  medical  reasons,  a state- 
ment is  required  from  the  family  physician  indicating  the  reasons 
why  one  or  more  of  the  immunizations  should  not  be  given.  For 
religious  exemptions,  a certificate  must  be  completed  by  an  official 
of  the  church  or  religious  denomination. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Harriman  and  the 
School  Committee  for  their  help  in  the  school  nurses  program.

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Special  Report  on  the  Non-Graded 
Program 


In  recent  years,  the  non-graded  elementary  school  has  created 
considerable  interest  among  persons  in  education.  Teachers,  prin- 
cipals, and  administrative  personnel  have  long  discussed  the 
possibility  of  starting  a pilot  or  experimental  program  here  in  the 
Fairhaven  Schools.  In  the  spring  of  1967,  the  Fairhaven  School 
Committee  gave  their  initial  approval  for  the  conduct  of  such 
a program  at  the  LeRoy  L.  Wood  School  in  the  primary  unit. 
Approval  was  given,  with  the  understanding  that  if  the  program 
could  be  worked  out  with  merit,  it  would  eventually  be  extended 
into  all  other  elementary  schools. 


What  is  meant  by  non-gradedness?  Non-gradedness  is  a 
concept  which  pertains  to  individual  differences  in  pupils,  requiring 
a re-examination  and  restructuring  of  the  curriculum  pattern. 
Among  the  different,  related  elements  needing  reexamination  are 
the  following: 


1.  Establishment  of  levels  or  learning  units  in  each  of  the  major 
subject  areas  of  the  curriculum. 

2.  Determination  of  the  different  phases  of  curriculum  develop- 
ment. 

3.  Establishment  of  personalized  assignments. 

4.  Testing  and  evaluation. 

5.  Emphasis  on  the  child  as  an  integrating  being. 


In  contrasting  the  traditional  graded  system  with  the  non- 
graded,  one  would  find  that  in  a graded  school,  the  work  to  be 
accomplished  in  each  grade  is  clearly  designated.  It  usually  con- 
sists of  specific  skills,  topics,  and  textbooks  to  be  covered.  All 
children,  within  a given  grade,  are  expected  to  do  the  work  re- 
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quired  for  the  grade  and  complete  it  with  mastery  within  a 
years  time.  If  they  do  not  complete  the  designated  work  within 
the  year,  they  are  retained  within  the  grade  for  another  year  to 
completely  repeat  all  of  the  work  regardless  of  the  degree  of 
deficiency. 

In  a non-graded  school,  the  program  is  not  divided  into 
grades,  but  rather  into  levels  in  each  of  the  major  subjects.  An 
attempt  is  made  to  place  each  child  in  the  proper  level  in  each 
of  the  major  subject  areas  so  that  he  may  progress  according  to  his 
ability.  In  this  type  of  organization,  there  is  no  need  of  any 
child  repeating  any  material  that  he  has  successfully  mastered. 

Twelve  reading  levels  have  been  established  to  cover  the 
skills  that  are  taught  in  the  non-graded  primary  program.  This 
area  covers  the  equivalent  of  the  readiness  program  through 
the  completion  of  the  third  reader  or  the  third  grade  in  a graded 
school. 

In  order  to  extend  this  program  throughout  all  of  the  elemen- 
tary schools,  the  pilot  program  at  the  Wood  School  is  being  care- 
fully evaluated,  in  order  that  there  be  no  learning  gaps.  We  have 
requested  the  inclusion  of  funds  in  the  1968  Budget  for  the 
operation  of  a summer  workshop  in  which  six  elementary  teachers 
and  a principal  will  continue  the  part-time  work  of  the  school 
year  in  the  development  of  skills  in  the  major  subject  areas,  as 
well  as  developing  a teachers  manual  which  will  aid  the  teacher 
in  following  the  curriculum  of  the  non-graded  program.

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SCHOOL  ENTRANCE 


Each  child  applying  for  initial  entrance  in  the  first  grade 
of  the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  must  be  six  years  of  age  on  or 
before  September  1 of  the  year  in  which  they  plan  to  enter  school 
if  they  wish  to  be  assured  of  placement  in  public  school  classes. 
Pupils  who  will  be  five  years  and  nine  months  on  September  1 
may  apply  for  entrance  on  the  basis  of  examination. 

COMPULSORY  SCHOOL  AGE 

All  children  must  attend  school  between  the  ages  of  seven 
and  sixteen  years.  Certain  exceptions  may  be  made  by  written 
permission  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  children  who 
have  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  and  have  completed  the  sixth 
grade. 


EMPLOYMENT  OF  MINORS  UNDER  18 

Employment  permits,  sometimes  called  “school  cards”,  are 
required  for  all  persons  under  eighteen  who  are  employed  in 
manufacturing,  mechanical,  and  certain  other  establishments.  These 
may  be  obtained  at  the  Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Administrative  Center,  128  Washington  Street,  or  at  the  Principal’s 
Office  in  the  Fairhaven  High  School.

Also,  certified,  abstracts  and  memo- 
randum copies  of  births,  deaths  and  marriages  may  be  obtained 
here. 

The  administration  of  elections  is  another  function  of  your 
Town  Clerk,  which  includes  the  preparation  and  printing  of  our 
local  ballots,  the  supervision  of  all  elections,  the  reporting  of 
returns  and  the  certification  of  the  officials  elected.

Pools  having 
a depth  of  four  (4)  feet  or  more  and  having  a capacity  of  (400) 
four  hundred  cubic  feet  or  more  in  volume  shall  be  considered 
structures. 

Tourist  home  — A dwelling  in  which  as  an  accessory  use  (home 
occupation)  , rooms  are  rented  to  more  than  two  persons,  with 
such  rooms  available  for  rent  not  more  than  six  months  of  the 
year.

Article  58  ZONING  BY-LAWS  AMENDMENTS

The  Town  Government  Study  Committee  authorized  by  action 
of  the  1966  Annual  Town  Meeting  reports  that  Chapter  285  of 
the  Acts  ol  1930  of  the  Mass.  General  Laws  which  established  in  the 
Town  of  Fairhaven  a representative  town  government  by  limited 
town  meetings  has  with  it’s  amendments  been  studied  thoroughly 
by  our  committee  and  considered  revisions  were  noted.  The  com- 
mittee had  requested  and  received  from  other  cities  and  towns 
their  By-Laws  and  government  structures  under  which  they 
operate. 
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These  numerous  documents  are  being  studied  for  the  purpose 
of  accumulating  valuable  information  that  may  be  useful  in  im- 
proving our  structured  town  government.  With  the  passage  of 
the  Municipal  Home  Rule  Statue  by  the  Mass.  Legislature  in 
Special  Session  last  December,  the  committee  desires  to  further 
study  said  legislation  and  the  numerous  other  documents  on 
town  government  which  may  affect  our  recommendations  in  de- 
termining amendments  to  Chapter  285  of  the  Acts  of  1930  or 
a government  structure  that  would  be  more  beneficial  to  our 
community.  We  submit  this  report  as  one  of  progress  and  recom- 
mend the  following  action  at  this  time: 

Be  it  moved  that  the  Town  Government  Study  Committee  be 
further  empowered  to  study  the  Town  By-Laws  and  that  the 
Committee  be  expanded  by  six  (6)  additional  members  who  shall  be 
appointed  individually  by  each  respective  Precinct  Chairman  no 
later  than  30  days  after  the  final  adjournment  of  this  Town 
Meeting.

REPORT  — Fairhaven  Harbor  Development  Commission  Feasi- 
bility Study  Committee  as  authorized  by  Article  87 
of  the  adjourned  Town  Meeting  of  March  12,  1966. 

The  committee  organized  August  22,  1966  with  the  following 
membership  — Chester  Hathaway,  A.  Russell  Gifford,  Rudolph 
Matland,  Russell  Hays  and  James  Murphy.  Mr.  Hays  subsequently 
resigned. 

The  committee  met  monthly  studying  the  issue  and  consulting 
various  authorities  on  Harbor  Development  in  all  the  phases 
particularly  pertinent  to  Fairhaven. 

It  is  the  unanimous  sentiment  of  the  Committee  that  a Harbor 
Development  Commission  should  be  established  in  Fairhaven  for 
the  following  reasons: 

1.  The  Fairhaven  shoreline  is  too  valuable  an  asset  to  be  lying 
dormant  and  not  fully  utilized. 

2.  Fairhaven  needs  the  additional  tax  base  that  full  and  proper 
shoreline  utilization  would  provide. 

3.  The  shoreline  potentialities  should  be  developed  and  pro- 
moted to  the  utmost  for  industrial  and  maritime  uses,  as  well 
as  tourism,,  sport  fishing  and  boating  recreational  purposes. 

4.  Proper  wharfage  area  in  Fairhaven  would  be  invaluable.  Dock- 
ing space  in  New  Bedford  is  now  non-existent.  Many  Fairhaven 
boats-,  tie  up  in  New  Bedford  and  they  should  have  space  to 
tie  up  in  their  own  town. 

5.  A Harbor  Development  Commission’s  primary  purpose  is  to 
manage  and  control  waterfront  lands  and  properties.  This 
authority,  vested  in  the  Town  agency,  could,  in  a more  orderly 
and  profitable  manner,  coordinate  and  assist  public  and  private 
development  of  these  lands  and  properties. 
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It  is  suggested  that  the  area  of  jurisdiction  and  control  of  the 
Fairhaven  Harbor  Development  Commission  be  not  less  than  the 
northernmost  piece  of  land  in  Fairhaven  fronting  on  the  Acushnet 
River,  running  south  to  Fort  Phoenix  and  then  easterly  and 
southerly  along  Priests  Cove  to  Hacker  Street.  This  area  is  large 
but  planning  is  for  the  future  and  no  one  can  surmise  what 
Federal  funds  may  be  available,  how  some  of  these  areas  could 
change  or  how  situations  and  conditions  could  be  altered  by  pass- 
ing time  and  events.  Looking  ahead,  Fairhaven  and  its  citizens 
of  the  future  should  be  protected,  as  well  as  the  present. 

It  is  further  suggested  that  any  Act  developing  a Fairhaven 
Harbor  Development  Commission  should  contain  the  power  of 
eminent  domain.  This  privilege  may  not  ever  be  used  but  could 
prove  invaluable  under  certain  conditions. 

It  is,  therefore,  the  recommendation  of  this  Committee  that  the 
Selectmen  be  empowered  to  make  arrangements  forthwith  to  have 
drawn  up  an  Act  establishing  a Fairhaven  Harbor  Development 
Commission  for  submission  to  the  State  Legislature  for  approval, 
and  for  subsequent  adoption  by  the  Town. 

Having  accomplished  its  purpose  as  delegate  by  the  afore- 
mentioned Article  87,  this  Committee  respectfully  requests  that 
it  be  discharged  by  Town  Meeting.

REDEVELOPMENT  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

This  report  is  a result  of  action  taken  by  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  of  1966  under  Article  88  which  authorized  appointment 
of  a five  member  committee  to  Study  the  Feasibility  of  Establish- 
ing a Redevelopment  Authority. 

The  committee,  as  authorized  was  organized  on  March  21,  1966 
with  the  following  appointees: 

2 by  Selectmen:  Joseph  Bizarro  and  Mathias  Bendiksen 
1 by  Finance  Committee:  Alphonso  Paiva 
1 by  Moderator:  Chester  A.  Hathaway 
1 by  Planning  Board:  Raymond  Fleurent 
The  following  were  elected  as  follows: 

Chairman.  Chester  A.  Hathaway  and  Clerk,  Raymond  Fleurent. 
Meetings  were  called  but  due  to  many  other  pressures  attendance 
at  these  meetings  prohibited  any  official  action  due  to  a lack  of 
quorum.  However,  individually  the  members  did  their  “homework" 
and  have  become  familiar  enough  with  the  situations  facing  our 
town  so  as  to  arrive  at  certain  conclusions  regarding  the  forma- 
tion of  a Redevelopment  Authority  within  our  town. 

The  conclusions  of  the  committee  are  as  follows: 

a.  Until  such  time  as  the  town  has  a body  specifically  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  overseeing  the  future  growth  of  the 
economic  community  we  will  in  all  probability  continue  moving 
at  the  snails  pace  which  has  seen  our  neighbors  leaving  Fair- 
haven  by  the  wayside. 

b.  The  Town  of  Fairhaven  has  five  avenues  open  for  development 
efforts.  None  should  be  neglected,  but  some  are  likely  to  be 
more  rewarding  of  local  efforts  than  others. 

First,  there  is  development  of  an  industrial  park.  Fairhaven 
has  the  potential  for  such  a park  in  the  area  of  Alden  Road. 
The  first  step  in  development  of  this  area  has  been  to  reserve 
it  through  appropriate  zoning.  Second,  the  land  must  be  ser- 
viced with  water  and  should  be  serviced  with  sewerage.  Electri- 
city is  readily  available  in  the  area  at  present.  Third,  the  land 
needs  to  be  properly  marketed.  The  land  should  be  merchan- 
dised through  a single  body,  with  the  legal  ability  to  dicker 
and  set  terms.  All  of  the  above  steps  could  be  realized  by  a 
properly  organized  town  development  corporation. 
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Second,  the  second  development  avenue  is  that  of  Harbor 
Development.  It  has  already  been  documented  that  the  present 
harbor  businesses  feel  that  if  well  conditioned  space  were  avail- 
able enormous  business  expansion  could  take  place  as  dis- 
cussed in  our  Master  Plan,  two  types  of  business  are  primarily 
involved  in  the  potential  expansion  of  our  waterfront.  One 
is  geared  to  the  repair  and  servicing  of  commercial  and  pleasure 
boats.  This  function  is  a tradition  within  the  Fairhaven  water- 
front and  as  the  port  activity  increases  these  service  industries 
have  the  potential  to  increase  also.  The  second  expanding  port 
business  is  the  berthing  and  servicing  of  pleasure  boats.  The 
tremendous  growth  of  pleasure  boating  gives  any  port  which 
can  accommodate  it  a potential  for  growth.  In  Fairhavens’  case 
two  special  factors  are  great  in  our  favor. 

First  the  port  has  hurricane  protection,  making  this  harbor 
unique  in  all  the  coast.  The  investment  in  an  expensive  pleasure 
craft  will  be  safer,  berthed  in  the  Acushnet  River  than  in 
any  of  Fairhavens’  rival  ports. 

Second  the  pollution  of  the  Acushnet  River  is  to  be  materially 
reduced  by  efforts  in  both  New  Bedford  and  Fairhaven.  The 
increased  use  of  the  harbor  by  pleasure  crafts  is  one  of  the 
dividends  to  be  gained  from  the  investment  in  a sewage  treat- 
ment plant.  Also  to  be  considered  is  the  possibility  of  some 
type  of  reconstruction  to  the  Fairhaven  bridge,  which  would 
further  enhance  the  harbor  use  by  making  readily  available  the 
land  north  of  the  present  bridge  for  future  development. 
Responsibility  for  waterfront  development  is  not  presently 
clearly  defined.  However,  with  the  formation  of  a Harbor 
Development  Committee  with  areas  of  control  clearly  defined 
this  situation  could  easily  be  straightened  out.  A Harbor  De- 
velopment committee  could  take  charge  of  preparation  of  de- 
tailed plans  for  what  needs  to  be  done  along  the  waterfront 
including  the  development  of  sources  of  aid  to  pay  for  such 
development.  There  is  presently  federal  and  state  assistance 
available  but  we  must  have  an  urban  renewal  authority  to  gain 
this  assistance. 

A third  avenue  for  overall  development  is  commercial  develop- 
ment. The  commercial  Fairhaven  center  cannot  be  expanded 
without  damage  to  the  nearby  residential  property,  but  the 
area  of  route  six  offers  many  opportunities  for  commercial 
growth  without  inflicting  undue  harm  to  the  residential  areas 
of  Fairhaven.  Other  areas  are  available  on  Main  Street  in  the 
north  end  and  some  areas  of  Sconticut  Neck  Road. 

The  fourth  and  fifth  areas  of  development  for  Fairhaven  are 
closely  related. 

Fourth  is  leisure-time  home  development.  The  stimulation  of 
further  vacation  home  development  in  the  shoreline  areas  is 
most  worthwhile.  However,  the  strong  competition  in  the  near 
Cape  Cod  towns  with  more  attractive  tax  rates  is  one  obstacle 
that  will  not  readily  be  overcome,  which  leads  up  to  the  final 
avenue  to  development. 

The  fifth  avenue  to  development  is  by  far  not  the  least  im- 
portant. It  just  happened  that  this  factor  is  being  discussed 
last.  In  actuality,  an  in-depth  study  may  well  show  this  area 
to  be  the  most  important  asset  our  town  has.  These  are  the 
many  attractions  Fairhaven  has  for  summer  visitors,  sometimes 
referred  to  as  tourists.  Historic  area  restoration  around  the 
Moby  Dick  Trail  is  one  example.  The  Waterfront  Development 
may  well  be  another.  A golf  course  or  other  major  recreational 
attraction,  other  than  our  fine  beaches,  would  give  summer 
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visitors  mere  to  do  while  here.  Conservation  is  also  critical  to 
this  objective.  Preservation  of  the  wetlands,  shellfishing  areas 
and  other  elements  of  interest  to  the  outdoorsman  is  vital  to 
maintaining  visitor  interest  in  Fairhaven. 

In  summation  let  it  be  said  that  the  Fairhaven  of  the  past  one 
hundred  years  should  be  retained,  somewhat,  but,  it  is  eco- 
nomically impossible  for  this  town  to  expect  to  survive  the 
next  one  hundred  years  if  we  continue  at  our  present  rate. 
We  must  act  and  act  at  once  if  we  are  to  gain  even  the  scrapes 
of  present  federal  and  state  assistance.  Paperwork  procedures 
are  agonizingly  slow  and  it  has  been  estimated  by  professionals 
that  four  years  from  organization  of  an  authority  to  execution 
of  a project  would  be  better  than  average  progress.  Any  action 
is  likely  to  take  years  of  careful  preparations  and  some  delays 
are  surely  to  arise. 

However,  the  critical  action  is  the  immediate  formation  of  a 
Redevelopment  Authority,  which  would  prepare  documenta- 
tion of  Fairhaven’s  existing  potential  for  submission  to  the 
Federal  Agencies.  This  group  should  include  representatives 
of  existing  industry,  the  planning  board  and  other  citizens 
with  special  knowledge  of  development  methods  and  federal 
assistance  programs.  It  is  strongly  recommended  that  a pro- 
fessional planner  or  consultant  be  retained  to  administer  this 
program  for  the  Town  It  is  with  the  best  interests  of  the 
Town  of  Fairhaven  at  heart  and  in  mind  that  we  the  under- 
signed offer  this  report  as  a report  of  and  for  progress.

JAMES  A.  VINCENT 


Born  in  Pittsfield  Died  in  Fairhaven 

1919  August  30,  1967 

Mr.  Vincent  was  a graduate  of  Deerfield  Academy  and  Haverford  College. 

He  had  been  city  editor  at  the  Burlington,  Vt.,  Free  Press  for  three  years 
before  moving  to  Fairhaven  and  was  a copy  desk  chief  at  the  Standard-Times. 
Previously  he  worked  at  the  Daily  Eagle  in  Claremont,  N.H.,  and  the  Union 
Star  in  Schenectady,  N.Y. 

He  was  a past  president  of  the  Sconticut  Neck  Improvement  Association, 
was  a member  of  the  Fairhaven  Finance  Committee  and  was  a town  meeting 
member. 

Active  in  Army  Reserve  affairs,  he  was  a veteran  of  World  War  II.  He 
was  a lieutenant-colonel  in  the  Reserves  and  a member  of  the  1214th  Military 
Intelligence  Group  at  Fort  Rodman. 

Conscientious  and  sincere  in  his  duties  on  the  Finance  Committee  were 
attributes  which  always  brought  out  a measure  of  keen  judgment  and  decision.

Mr.  Entwistle  lived  in  Fairhaven  18  years.

CHESTER  M.  DOWNING 


Born  in  Providence,  R.I.  Died  in  Fairhaven 

1895  October  25,  1967 

Mr.  Downing  was  principal  of  Fairhaven  High  School  from  1937  until 
his  retirement  in  1959. 

Mr.  Downing  was  graduated  from  Brown  University  in  1918  and  was 
awarded  his  master’s  degree  in  education  by  Harvard  University  in  1927. 

He  began  his  education  career  teaching  biology  in  West  Warwick,  R.I., 
High  School  and  then  moved  to  Haverhill  Hill  School  to  teach  English.  He 
also  served  as  principal  of  the  Haverhill  Evening  High  School.  In  1926  he  taught 
English  at  Brookline  High  School  and  remained  there  until  accepting  the  po- 
sition at  Fairhaven  High  School. 

Former  moderator  of  the  First  Congregational  Church,  deacon  and  teacher 
of  Sunday  School  and  adult  Bible  classes. 

A former  president  of  the  Brown  Club  of  New  Bedford,  the  Fairhaven 
Teachers’  Association  and  the  Bristol  County  Teachers’  Association,  he  was 
a trustee  of  the  Fairhaven  Institution  for  Savings  and  a member  of  the  Fair- 
haven Improvement  Association  and  Phi  Delta  Kappa. 

Former  Fairhaven  Town  Meeting  member  and  a member  of  the  National 
Association  of  School  Principals. 

Named  for  him  are  the  Fairhaven  Junior  High  School  chapter  of  the 
National  Honor  Society  and  a Future  Teachers  Club  of  Fairhaven  High  School 
scholarship  awarded  each  June. 

Mr.  Downing  will  be  remembered  as  a good  citizen  who  was  deeply  in- 
terested in  the  best  possible  school  system. 
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
